A Convention of Iowa Democrats Called 
To Discuss It. 


HARD FIGHT MADE IN CONNECTICUT 


Cleveland’s Policy Ie Strongly Op- 
‘posed by Party Leaders. 


THERE 1S MUCH ADVERSE CRITICISM 


The Foreign Policy Is Also Attacked in the 
State Executive Committes—Senator 
Joneson an International Congress. 


Des Moimes, Ia., May 10.—A call has been 
“iput in circulation throughout the state for 
a democratic silver convention at Des 
Moines June 6tf, the day following the con- 
ference already announced of free silver 
men of all parties under the auspices of 
the Central Bimetallic League. The call 
is signed by F. Q. Stuart, of Chariton, 
democratic candidate for congress in the 
eighth district in 1894; W. A. Duckworth, 
democratic candidate in the first district 
the same year, and others. The silver 
leaders will suggest the nomination of ex- 
Congressman Fred E. White, of Keokuk 
country, for or governor. 


COSRECTICUT'S DEMOCRACY. 


A Sharp Ficht re President Cleve- 
land's Vet State. 

New Haven, Conn.,, May 11.—The demo- 
cratic state committee met here yesterday 
. to consider and determine the attitude ot 
* the Connecticut democracy on the finan- 
cial question, Chairman Davis presided and 
nineteen others were present. M. B, Cary, 
of Ridgefield, offered for adoption an ad- 
dress in which President Cleveland's ad- 
ministrat‘on and especially his foreign 
and financial policies were strongly come- 
mended. 

Judge Walsh, of Fradbury, opposed the 
adoption of this address in a powerful 
speech. He said the democrats of Connec- 
ticut did not approve the president's for- 
eign policy. The judge also attacked Cleve- 
land’s financial policy. Other members of 
the committee followed in a similar strain. 
although less vigorously, and finally, on the 
suggestion of Eli D, Weeks, of Litchfield, 
a committee was appointed to consider the 
address. This committee consisted of Mr. 
* Cary, Judge Harrison and Judge Walsn. 
The address, as finally agreed upon, quotes 
the record of the democratic party in 
‘the last nationai and two last Con- 

necticut state platforms in support ot 
*the argument that the party is and has 
been in favor of sound money. It declares 
that the Sherman silver bill brought on the 
‘financial panic; that the republicans refus- 
ed to relieve the country, and that relief 
came only when the democrats repealed 
that measure. In conclusion it pledges 
support to the president in his financial pol- 
icy—the only direct statement made, 


JONES ON A CONFERENCE. 


He Has No Fresh Information as To 
What Will Be Done. 

Little SBeck, Ark., May i1.—It was re- 
fentiv reported that Senator Jones, of Ar- 
kansas, a member of the monetary con- 
ference, expréssed his opinion that the 
chances were favorable to an internationa 
monetary conference. The silver papers 
rerorted him as giving views to the con- 
trary. In reply to a letter from George R. 
Brown, editecr of The Arkansas 
free silver daily of this city, the senator 
exmlains his position as follows: 

“T have no information as to the proba- 
dDility of an international monetary confer- 
ence except that which is known to the 
public. It always seemed to me that the 
German government having taken the initi- 
ative in this matter, and their action hay-

MONEY WILL BE ADVANCED 


For the Purchase of the Sam Rail- 
road by the Committee. 
Baltimore, Md., May 10.—The Baltimore 
Trust and Guarantee Company will advance 
$600,000 to the reorganization committee 
for the purchase of the Savannah, Ameri- 
cus and Montgomery railroad, the sale of 
which is fixed for May 17th. A minimum 
price of $1,800,000 has been placed on the 

property by the courts. 

The funds obtained by the loan will be 
applied to the retiring of preferred liens, 
including the bonds of the Americus, Pres- 
ton and Lumpkin and the receiver's cer- 
tificates. 

The road extends from Lyons, Ga., to 
Montgomery, Ala., 265 miles, and operates 
under a lease the Albany, Florida and 
Northern railroad, making a total mileage 
of 200 miles. It is said that the building of 
an extension of the road from Lyons to 
Savannah may follow the reorganization of 
the company. 


EXPLOSION IN CHICAGO. 


Three Men Killed and Several Wound- 
ed in a Boarding House. 

Chicago, May ll, 2:30 a. m.—A terrific ex- 
plosion in the big building at No. 10 Sher- 
men street aroused the people in that vi- 
cinity, and shook the big board of trade 
at 1:15 o’2lock this (Saturday) morning. 

When the firemen arrived in less than 
five minutes they found the whole front 
of the building blown out and flames burst- 
ing from the side and alley windows. The 
building was occupied -as a ledging house 
which was run by Aug Mitchell. 

Three men were killed. How many more 
has not yet been aseertained, but there 
are wild rumors aflvat of heavy loss of 
life. Natural gas was used in the build- 
ing. Nine people badly burned were res- 
cued, but four of them will probably die. 


COLLISION OF VESSELS. 


One Sank and the Other One Made a 
Wreck. 

Mackinaw City, Mich., May 10.—The 
steamship Cayuga, of the Lehigh Valley 
line, Chicago to Buffalo, collided with the 
steamer Joseph L. Hurd, of the Lake 
Superior line, Lake Superior ports to Chi- 
cago, three miles this side of Skillagalee 
lighthouse, in a dense fog, at 4 o'clock this 
morning, The Cayuga sank in about 
twenty minutes. The bow of the Hurd 
was knocked clean off and only her cargo 
of lumber kept her afloat. 

George Johnson, steward of the Hurd, 
was Knocked overboard by the crash of 
the collision and drowned. The - remain- 
ing members of both crews were picked up 
by the steamer Manola and landed here 
this morning. The boats were not more 
than two hundred feet apart when their 
signals were distinguished, but it was too 
late then ‘to avoid a ec colfesion,

FRAUDULENT PAY ROLLS. 


Discovery of Stupendous Stealing 
from the Citw of Chicago. 

Chicago, May 10.4#Mr. Kent. the new 
cemmissicner of pulgic works, has discov- 
ered a stupendous gystem of fraud in the 
payrolls of the degartment and has prc- 
pared the evidence fof theft of public money 
for submission to the legal department of 
the city. It is estimated that $1,000,000 has 
been stolen from the city in this manner 
by officials of different grades, either 
through the aid of relatives or ward poli- 
ticiens. The payfclis covering March 15th 
to April Ist, the period just before the elec- 
tion, have been summarily taken posses- 
sicn of by the commissioners and payments 
cn them stopped. Duplication of names, in- 
sertion of names of dead men, and resi- 
dence numbers where vacant lots were, are 
some of the means emplcyed to plunder the 
city treasury.

An Immense Convention of the Southern 
Chorchmen at Washington. 


JUDGE HARALSON IS THE PRESIDENT 


Dr. Lansing Burrows Conducts the 


Organization of the Body. 


WORK OF THE HOME MISSION BOARD 


There Is Very Little Pioneer Missionary 
W ork ‘l'o Be Done by the Church 
Among the Negroes. 


Washington, May 10.—The first session of 
the Southern Baptist convention was held 
this morning at 10 o'clock at the First Bap- 
tist church on Sixteenth street, The church 
was well filled long before that hour, and 
whén, at 10 o’clock Judge Haralson, the 
presiding officer, arose and called for order, 
every seat on the floor was taken and the 
galleries were beginning to fill up, The peo- 
ple kept coming, however, long after every 
available inch of space was filled and stand- 
ing room was soon at a- premium, 

The great heat caused the people to be 
very uncomfortable, Fans and folded pa- 
pers and hats were utilized to create arti- 
ficial breezes, but the morning was close 
and torrid and the enthusiasm of the caurch- 
men alone kept them in their places 
throughout the exercises of the day, 

The meeting was called to order prompt- 
ly by President Haralson, and the religious 
exercises that preceded the regular order oz 
the day were conducted by Rev. Dr. T. | OF 
Skinner, of North Carolina. A hymn was 
first sung and then Dr. Skinner read from 
the Scriptures-and offered prayer. He then 
called for suggestions for a hymn from the 
people, and a voice was immediately raised 
to propose “I Love Thy Kingdom, Lord.’’ 
At once the singing was begun, before the 
organ could be started, and for two stanzas 
the song was raised without any accompa- 
niment whatever 

Then President Haralson said that the 
meeting would go ahead to organize the 
convention. Until that was done no one 
would be regarded as entitled to the floor, 
He turned the effecting the or- 
ganization over to the secretaries, who, he 
said. knew more than he did about the de- 


matter of 


tails. 
Georgia's Largely 

Dr. Burrows, the chief secretary, read out 
the lists, prefacing them with the statement 
that the maximum number entitled to seats 
on a financial basis was 813, the number of 
representatives of associations-elect, 401, 
making a total of all delegates of 1.214, He 
then gave the detailed list of each state, as 
they were brought to the front, footing up 
as fotiows: 

Alabama, entitled to 51, of whom 45 were 
present: Arkansas, entitled to 13, present, 9 
Western Arkansas and Indian Territory, 
entitled to 2, present, 2; District of Colum- 
bia, entitled to 5, present, 5; Florida, enti- 
tled to 11, present, 11; Georgia, entitled to 
119, present, 104; Kentucky, entitled to 101, 
present, 101; Louisiana, entitled to 17, pres- 
ent. 10; Maryland, entitled to 73, present, 
72: Mississippi, entitled to 30, present, 26; 
Missouri, entitled to 29, present, 29: North 
Carolina, entitled to 40, present, 40; western 
entitled to 3, present, 3; South 


Represented, 


Carolina, 
Carolina, entitled to 53, preseiit, 53; Tennes- 
see. entitled to 39, present, 39; Texas, enti- 
tled to 21. present, 20; Virginia, entitled to 
142, present, 132; Mexico, entitled to 1, pres- 
ent, 1; China, entitled to 1, present, 1. This 
made a total of 813 entitled to votes, with a 


total of 705 present, 
President Haralson Re-Elected. 

When the preliminaries had been complet- 
ed President Haraison called for the elec- 
tion of officers and Dr. Ellis at once placed 
his name in nomination, The nominations 
were closed immediately and Judge Haral- 
son was unanimously re-elected president 
of the convention. which office he has fiiled 
since 1889. He made a brief speech, thank- 
ing the conierence Lor the Nvtlug atid car 
pressing his belief. that the convention 
would be a great success if every ce cgate 
would lend his co-operation to the officers. 
He called attention to the rule which for- 
bids applause, and declared that he shouid 
strictly enforce it. The time at the disposal 
of the delegates is short, and there is more 
work than ever to do. In addition this is 
the first time the conference has ever met 
in Washington, and, as fully two-thirds of 
the delegates have never visited Washing- 
ton before, it is likely that very many of 
them would want to go around the city to 
see the many sights. He feared that there 
might be a necessity for cutting off one of 
the daily sessions, else one of two things 
might happen—either the people would be 
deprived of seeing much they had come to 
see, or there would be no convention. 
So =the question of daily sessions 
would be referred to a committee who 
would confer with Dr, Stakely and an- 
nounce their decision later, Judge Haral- 
son said he hoped that the delegates would 
not make very long speeches and not try to 
entrap him in any parliamentary tangles, 
In conclusion he said he hoped for no other 
honor in this life than that which had been 
conferred upon him so frequently. 

Judge Haralson announced the committee 
on order of business as follows: H. H. Har- 
ris Virginia; I. T. Tichenor, Georgia; B. b. 
Willingham, Virginia; T. B. Bos, Pennesseec, 
and W. H. Whitsitt, Kentucky, and the 
committee withdrew to consult, 

Election of Vice Presidents. 

Nominations were then made for the vice 
presidents—four in number—as follows: J. 
Taylor Ellison, of Virginia; W. J. Northen, 
Georgia; Rev. T. H. Kilpatrick, Georgia; 
L. B. Ely, Missouri; James P. Eagle, Ar- 
kansas; Joshua Levering, Maryland; B, H, 
Carroll, Texas; J, T. Parks, Texas. Ex- 
Governor Northen, of Georgia, insisted 
upon withdrawing his name, While these 
Proceedings were going on, District Com- 
‘missioner Ross arrived and was escorted to 
the platform. 

During the progress of the nominations, 
Dr. Eaton, of Louisville, moved that the 
secretary be directed to cast the ballot of 
the convention for Dr. Parks, of Texas, for 
first vice president. Dr. Parks is one of the 
five surviving members of the convention of 
1845. The by-laws were quoted, however, 
and it appeared that the rules prohibited 
the effort, The chair ruled that the by-laws 
were strictly in contradiction of the mo- 
tion, but suggested that a way might be 
found out of the difficulty. So Dr, Eaton 


made his motion in such form that the 


chair could wink at the law, which he did 
gracefully, and on a viva voce vote the 
Texas veteran was unanimously elected 
first vice president, 

Tellers were then appointed to take the 
‘vate on the other names and while they 
‘were eeuting the ballots the convention | 


unanimously re-elected Drs, Lansing Bur- 


rows and O. F. Gregory as secretaries. 
Address of Weleome. 

President Haralson then introduced Com- 
missioner Ross, who made a brief address 
of welcome. 

Dr, C. C. Meadows, moderator of the dis- 
trict conferencd, spoke in welcome in _ be- 
half of the Washington churches. He was 
followed by. Rev. ‘Dr. J. R. Sampey, of 
Kentucky, of the Southern Baptist Theo- 
lagical seminary, 
dress in response to the hearty welcome ex- 
tended to the delegates. He made a happy 
reference to the late war, and declared that 
the southern people have the very warmest 
feeling for those of the north, 

The committee on order of business re- 
ported’ in favor of two sessions each for to- 
day and tomorrow, a morning and evening 
session. No recommendations were niade 
as to Monday, 

The report was adopted and the follow- 
ing committee was appointed to arrange 
for memorial service to be held next Sun- 
day in memory of Dr. Broadus: Henry Mc- 
Donald, of Georgia; C. 8. Gardner, of South 
Carolina; F. H, Kerfoot, of Kentucky; 
Franklin Wilson, of North Carolina, and 
George Cooper, of Virginia, 

Work Among Colored People. 

Rev, Dr. H, L. Morehouse, corresponding 
secretary of the American Baptist Home 
Missionary Society, was invited to the plat- 
form, and made an extended address on the 
subject of work to be done among the col- 
ored people in the south. ‘There is little 
more original. pioneer missionary work to 
be done among them now, he said, as that 
has been practically all done, The colored 
people in the south are most enthusiastic 
and most intensely Baptist. They have 
organized, and are in good standing, but 
their conventions have fallen intg such con- 
ditions that they need a great deal of aid 
in rehabilitating their conferences, ‘Llhey 
are addicted to debate, and they accomplish 
little or nothing when they assembled. The 
board of home missions, therefore, wants 
to take hold of the colored conventions and 
help them out, The speaker went on to 
speak of the work to be done in antagoniz- 
ing the proselyting efforts of the Catholic 
church among the colored people, and gave 
an eloquent sketch of the history of the 
religious movement in the south. 

Reports were then called for. T. P. Bell. 
corresponding secretary and _ treasurer 
of the Sabbath school board presented his 
report. It showed that the receipts have 
been $53,034, as against $48,539 last sear. 
This does not include the $4,975 received 
from the “missionary day” collections in 
the Sunday schools. Aid has ‘been given 
to schools in Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Florida, North Caro- 
lina (state convention), western. North Car- 
Olina, North Georgia and Tennessee. The 
board recommended the appointment of a 
committee on young people’s work, and 
the report was referred to committees on 
Sabbath schools and young people’s work. 

Foreign Missions. 

The work of the foreign missions board 
was presented by R. T. Willingham, cor- 
responding secretary, and referred to com- 
mittees on papal fields, pagan fields, and 
financial policy. The total amount given 
for the cause in the past year was over 
$129,000, but expenses for collecting it in the 
States reduced the receipts of the board to 
$125,417. This was more by $20,400 than the 
receipts of the previous year, and $15,000 
more than any previous year im the history 
of the convention, except, of course, the 
centennial year. Of all the funds received 
by the board $2 cents on the doHar went to 
the missionaries. Only 8 cents on the dol- 
lar were used for expenses, and this includ- 
ed, also, the cost of the Woman’s Mission- 
ary Union in Baltimore. The Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Union raised $5,397 toward liquidat- 
ing the debt of the foreign board, and the 
State societies contributed to the general 
fund $24,933. The debt of the board has 
been reduced from $30,000 to less than $20,- 
000. At the close of the year there were in 
the foreign mission neld 8&5 churches, 114 
out-stations, 91 missionaries, 30 ordained 
natives, 59 unordained native workers, 
membership 3,493, Sabbath school }upils 
1,503, 22 houses of worship, 15 day schools 
with 707 pupils. The natives contributed 
$6,459. 

Report of Home Mission Board. 

i. T. Tichenor reported for the home 
mission board as follows: Missionaries, 425, 
increase 44, and more than in any year of 
the board’s history; baptized, 5,921; increase 
1,451, and -572 more than have been baptized 
in any one year since. the organization of 
the convention; cash receipts, $88,640, being 
$15,399 larger than last year. 

The general statistics of the convention 
were given in a compilation made by 
Secretary Lansing Burrows. It showed the 
following totals: District associations, 702; 
ordained ministers, 9,907; churches, 17,803; 
members (white), 1,431,041; colored churches, 
12,838; membership, 1,317,130; aggregate 
membershn.p, 2,748,111. 

After the reading of these reports, the 
convention adjourned until evening. 

The Night Session. 

‘The convention met this evening at 7:30 
o'clock, at which time the report of the 
committee on conference with the Home 
Missionary. Society wags received and rati- 
fied. 

At 8 o’clock the annual sermon was 
preached by Rev. George B. Eager, of 
Montgomery, Ala. At its conclusion the in- 
terests of the Southern Baptist Theological 
seminary were discussed and the convention 
adjourned to meet at 9 a, m, Saturday, at 
which session the reports of the committee 
on tithing, of the committee in charge of 
the report on Sunday. School work and on 
representation are to be présented. 

At 12:15 o’clock tomorrow the semi-centen- 
nial historical sermon will be delivered by 
Professor ‘W, H. Whitzett, D. D., of the 
chair of church history in the southern 
Baptict Theological seminary, of Louisville, 
Ky. The report of the committee «f con- 
ference with the Home Mission Society 
Says: e 

“The spirit of the conference was well in- 
dicated by the following overture cf the 
southern members to those of the rerth: 
‘Mesiring to avoid all discussion of yast is- 
sues on matters of which it is Known that 
the views of the brothers of the north and 
south widely differ, we will, in all sincerity 
devote ourselves to the task of securing for 
the future such co-operation as may be 
found practicable, without attempting at 
once to adjust all differences. In making 
this overture the committee desires to state 
that the Southern Baptist convention is not 
prompted by any necessity of its own Work 
or that of its home board of missions, but 
believing that the time has come when it 
should enlarge its own work among tke 
colored people of the south, it. entertains 
the hope that a proper co-operation of the 
Home Missionary Society in its work al- 
ready established will contribute to the 
efficiency of the result.’” . 

The result was a resolution unanimously 
adopted authorizing the Southern Baptist 
convention to appoint a local advisory 
committee at each point where a school 
of the American Home Mission Society is 
or shall be established.

LIQUOR IN CAROLINA 


Blind Tigers Are Expected To Flourish 
Under Simonton’s Decision. 


THEY WILL BE CLOSELY WATCHED 


The Average Drinker Cannot Buy 
His Beer and Whisky in Bulk. 


ISSUES A CALL 


SENATOR —IRBY 


The Democratic Executive Committee 
Will Meet and Consider the New Situ- 
ation Regarding Registration. 


Columbia, S. C., May 10.—There is still 
much talk about the two decisions of the 
United States court affecting the two most 
important laws in the state. Although 
nearly every one concedes that the knock=- 
ing out of the feature of the dispensary 
law preventing liquor from being brought 
into the state is practically a deathblow to 
the law, Governor Evans is declaring that 
the profits will not be affected. This is in 
the face of the claim that better liquors can 
be delivered here from points outside that 
state at lower rates than the dispensary 
rates. 

The effect of the registration decision is 
of more vital concern, in view of the negro 
majority in the state, and today the state 
democratic executive committee, controlled 
by the dominant element, was called by the 
state chairman, Senator Irby, to meet here 
on Wednesday night next. It is evidently 
for the purpose of arranging to face the 
new condition of affairs. 

This evening Governor Evans gave tq the 
representative of the Southern Associated 
Press the following interview, designed to 
express his belief as to the future of the 
dispensary law, and the effect of the deci- 
sion upon it. The governor said: 

“The practical operations of the dispen- 
Sary are not interfered with in the slight- 
est. The great numberof patrons of the 
dispensary are people wh@are in sympathy 
with tie law. Those who have been forced 
to patronize it belong to the class who can- 
not afford to import for their own use. 
The source of revenue is from the sale of 
the cheaper grades of whisky in quantities 
of one-half pint. These people cannot af- 
ford to import. 

Blind Tiger Competitiog. 

“The only competition that could come 
would be from blind tigers and old whisky 
dealers, who under the guise of importing 
fer their own use will endeavor to supply 
others. This will be checkmated by a 
more strenuous effort than heretofore to 
prosecute them under section 22 of the dis- 
pensary law. This is the section which pro- 
vides for injunction, and the entire vigi- 
lance of the dispensary force will be cen- 
tered upon the illicit trafficker. One or 
twosconvictions will soon put an end to 
the traffic and this will be dene without re- 
course to juries. 

“If we find that the police of the towns 
do not co-operate with us in suppressing 
the illicit sales of whisky, I will imme- 
diately place every town in the state under 
the oprration of the metropolitan police 
law. T.is_ will 
to the enforcement of the law than the em- 
ployment of the constables, and will “a \g 
the state $4,500 a month, which we are no 
expending for the constables. The row of 
the illicit trafficker will be a hard and 
stumpy one, and the resources #>r making 
it so are abundant, I shall not hesitate to 
use them. So, in stead of being a deathbiow 
to the dispensary, if this decision is sus- 
tained by the supreme court of the United 
States—and I can hardly see how it can be— 
yet, We will make it an advantage to the 
law, by reason of this saving in expense of 
its execution. 

“There is no opposition to the law in any 
part of the «fate except in the cities of 
Charleston and Columbia and very little in 
the latter city. The foreign element is the 
bone of contention in the former city, and 
they will never become reconciled to our 
institutions. | 

“In spite of the fact that the great bene- 
fits of the dispenfary law are reaped by our 
entire people, the law has recently been 
enacted in the state of North Carolina and 
will be in the state of Georgia at the next 
session of the legislature, and this accounts 
for the fierce battle waged upon it by the 
whisky trust, who succeed in buying up 
United States judges. 

“Tet not the friends of the law he dis- 
couraged; its success is assured and they 
will live to see its adoption by a majority 
of the states of the American union, The 
days of the barroom are over, and the influ- 
ence of the barkeeper destroyed in South 
Carolina, and i am satisfied it will be in 
the nation at no late day. 

Making a Test Case. 

“A test case is already being made in 
Charleston to carry the law to the supreme 
court of the United States, and we expect 
a decision in twenty days. We will take the 
case up on habeas corpus proceedings. In 
the meantime, the constables will watch 
the shipments of liquor into the state and 
will not seize any packages unless thev 
have strong grounds to believe that it ‘s 
not for personal use. 

“As to the decision in the registration 
case and our position on that matter,” 
Governor Evans said, “ I will simply say 
that there will be a straight fight now be- 
tween the white man and the ‘nigger,’ and 
God save the white man that goe& to the 
negro, Beyond this, I have nothing more to 
say than I have already said.” 

While giving the above interview, Gov- 
ernor Evans received notice that a United 
States marshal had arrested oné of his 
liquor constables, who had made a seizure 
in beaufort In defiance of Judge Simonton’s 
injunction. What will be done about it is 
not known as yet. Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Townsend is now in Charleston at 
work on the case Governor Evans refers to. 


WHAT SENATOR TILLMAN SAYS. 


Denounces Goff as a Dirty Republi- 
can and Is Working for His Party. 
Jacksonville, Fla., May 10.—A special to 

The Times-Union from Gainesville, Fla., 

says that Senator Tillman arrived in that 

city today from the Archer neighborhood, 
where he has some property. He met his 
old friend J. F. Bunch at the depot, and 
accepted the preferred invitation to dine 
at his home here. The Times-Union cor-

“T have not seen the papers,” the sen- 
ator replied, ‘‘and, while I anticipated the 
result, I have no direct knowledge in re- 
gard to the decisions.” 

The correspondent. handed the senator 
The Times-Union containing the report. 
After he had read the report, the senator 
said: 

“In regard to the registration law, there 
is no general election in South Carolina 
this year, and no franchise will be exer- 
cised only in the election of delegates to 
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the last legislature after Lithia been voted 
upon by the people at the last general 
election last November. There is evident- 
ly @ conspiracy afoot, and this dirty re- 
publican—Judge Goff—was brought from 
his home in West Virginia into another 
circuit to do the work which it is hoped 
will overthrow the rule of the people in 
our state. Simonton, in whose circuit 
South Carolina is, was, I think, a member 
of the legislature at the time the registra- 
tion law was passed in 1882. It was good 
enough then, because he and his clique 
governed the state. It has been in force 
for thirteen years, and 1s only sought to 
be overthrown now because the people at 
three consecutive elections have been in- 
dicating a fixed purpose to permanently re- 
tire certain old-time leaders. I do not 
know what the United States supreme 
court will do, but I do know this: the 
constitutional convention will be held. It 
will be composed of white men principally, 
who will take care of South Carolina and 
see that white supremacy is maintained 
within her borders.’’ 
“What about the 
asked. ° 
“Judge Simonton has once declared that 
this law was constitutional,” replied the 
senator. “He has practically reversed him- 
self. From the sweeping nature of the 
injunction, I am almost ready to think 
that in going so far in trying to over- 
throw the law, the judge has been im- 
properly influenced. The dispensary sys- 
tem is so popular in the state, and is 
being watched with such keen interest by 
the peop-e outside with the almost ab- 
solute certainty of being adopted by other 
States, that the barkeepers and liquor man- 
ufacturers could well dfford to raise a 
million dollars to buy a judge or two. 
Congress has declared by enactment that 
liquor upon arrival in a state shall be 
subject to the lawe of that state to the 
Same as that manufactured therein. The 
supreme court has time and time again 
affirmed the right of a state to control 
liquor in any way it saw proper. It be- 
hooves the lovers of temperance through- 
out the United States to make their in- 
fluénce felt and heard at this crisis, for 
experience has shown the dispensary sys- 
tem to be the best political sx solution of the 
liquor problem 
“These two judicial decisions, if sustain- 
ed, practically destroys the vestige of 
States’ rights and Jefferson’s prophesy that 
the federal judiciary would be the means 
of overthrowing our liberties and destroy- 
ing local self-government will have been 
fu.filied. Governor Evans’s plan to resist 
the injunction is the quickest and best way 
to have the supreme court pass upon it.” 
“What do you think of the outcome?” 
“‘Uniess the supreme court shall also 
prove subservient to the liquor interests, 
and lend itself to the dirty work which 
these judges have in hand, they will in- 
terpret the act of congress according to 
the Erelish language, and the law will 
certainly continue its beneficent work in 
reducing drunkenness and liquor drinking. 
sue Juuges, by their decisions and injunc- 
tions, and congressmen by their votes, are 
rapidly making this country a despotism 
in which the rights and interests of the 
masses are as of little moment as they are 
in Russia. Unless the people bestir them- 
Selves, the lawyers and judges will sell our 
liberties to the corporations and the money 
power. But I am glad to see them pressing 
their schemes, for it will only bring upon 
us the revolution that must come sooner 
or later.’’

Women’s Missionary Union. 

The seventh annual meeting of the 
Women’s Missionary Union, whose motto 
is “For God and Home and Every Land,” 
and which is auxiliary to the southern 
Baptist ccnvention, opernied today. An ad- 
dress of welcome was made by Mrs. Stake- 
ly, wife of the pastor of the First Baptist 
church, of this city. The response was elo- 
quently made by Mrs. J. C. Porter, of Flor- 
ida.

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Surgeon General Wyman Is About Through 
with His Trip. 


HAVANA FOUND ABOU AS USUAL 


The Quarantine Stations on the Gulfand 
South Atlantic Coasts Arein Very 
Good Condition. 


Brunswick, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—Sur- 
geon General Wyman arrived today and 
gave out the 
on his trip of inspection of marine hospital 
posts and quarantine stations, including 
Havana. Lrunswick and Sapelo are the 
last to be visited. 

“I left Washington for Havana,” said 
he, “‘where we have two sanitary inspec- 
tors to assist the American consul in is- 
suing bills of health and during the epi- 
demic season in examining all passengers 
that are coming to the United States via 
Florida. This special precaution is made 
necessary by reason of the close proximity 
of Florida ports to Havana. All passen- 
gers are first examintd by the inspector 
and given certificates of immunity against 
yellow fever before being allowed to pur- 
chase tickets, and the steamer on which 
they come is subject to certain sanitary 
regulations. Crews are absolutely prohib- 
ited from going ashore. 

“Just at present no unusual amount of 
yellow fever prevails in Havana. I do not 
apprehend any serious danger from that 
source. From Havana I went to Key West 
and inspected there, and then went over to 
Dry Tortugas station. We have a very 
complete quarantine plant there and its 
efficiency was shown last year by the fact 
that eleven yellow fever patients were taken 
from vessels that arrived from Havana. In 
company with the Florida state health offi- 
cer I visited Port Tampa quarantine and 
then went to New Orleans to inspect the 
hospital and confer with the state health 
authorities over certain sanitary precau- 
tions. Then a visit and inspection was 
made of the national quarantine at Ship 
island, where the government has another 
complete plant equipped with all modern 
appliances for steam and sulphur disinfec- 
tion. From Ship island I went down the 
Mississippi sound and inspected Round 
island quarantine. Then I visited Mobile 
with an officer of the state health board 
and had a consultation with the Mobile au- 
thorities regarding regulations concerning 
fruit vessels entering from southern ports. 
From Mobile I came direct to Brunswick 
and will go tomorrow to the quarantine 
and continue on to the south Atlantic quar- 
antine station, thence to Washington Sun- 
day. 

“On this trip I have been making an ex- 
amination of quarantine records and find 
that nearly all. infected vessels that come 
from Havana are vessels that have dis- 
charged and load at the wharves. One 
wharf at Havana called Tallapieda wharf 
is particularly dangerous, as under it a 
sewer discharges matter coming fom the 
military hospital where yellow fever pa- 
tients are treated and vessels lying there 
with non-immunes are almost certain to be- 
come infected. So well known is this fact 
among sailors that the place is known as 
Dead Man’s Hole. The inspectors always 
State in the bill of health whether a ves- 
sel has been tied up at a wharf or has dis- 
charged on lighters in the open bay. In 
view of the conditions existing in Havana, 
as I have stated, it is advisable that ship 
captains should avoid this wharf and should 
insist on discharging their cargoes in the 
open bay on lighters.”’

As quickly as the curtain fell 
he dropped the role of funny man and, 
going to the dressing room, wrote a line 
to Captain Kempton.

It was signed by O’Connor, who was reste 
ing behind the scenes talking to the differ- 
ent members of the company. 

Captain Kempton dcetermined that it was 
not. his place to pay the money. He held a 
hasty consultation with the manager, who 
said that it was impossible to put up the 
monev. They knew O’Connor was deéeter- 
mined and saw that the end had come. 
An Announcement from the Captain. 

So Captain’ Kempton stepped forth and 
informed the audience that it was impossi- 
ble for the play to go on. He told them 
of the extremes which had come upon the 
company in regard to financial matters. 

In regard to the price of admission he 
said that it would be impcssible for them 
to be repaid then, but if they came back 
tororrow they would all be refunded the 
money. 

As he finished O’Connor came out. 

“I have done this,’”’ he said “because it 
is imperative. I need the money. I have 
worked for it and I think it ts but right 
that I should have it. I did not want to 
take this radical measyre but was forced 
to it. I wanted mom®,gto buy my wife 
shoes and a hat and for other things which 
are needful. I was forced to take this 
step.”’ 

There was a rousing yell from the gallery 
at this announcement. Then came forth 
Miss Stockton who also told of the embar- 
rassment which the delay insepaying up sal- 
aries had caused the members of the com- 
pany. She said that she, too, had joined 
in the strike and that unless her salary 
was paid she did not intend to come out be- 
fore the footlights with that company any 
more. 

She was applauded by the crowd. 

The Company Dissolves. 

This was the touching denouement. The 
was a wild scene of confusion, The actors 
were excited and the crowd uproarious in 
calling for their pay. 

The people were tardy to depart. They 
expected something more. It did not come. 
They waited. Then they called for their 
money again. Then they applauded O’Con- 
nor and it was late when the last man filed 
down the steps to the street.

Detective Wooten and His Spies Chase 
Down the Blind Beasts. 


INTRICACIES OF CLUB LIFE EXPOSED 


The Trial Before the Recorder Yesterday 
Alternoon Brings Out Some Int-rest 
ing Facts of the Officer’s Methods. 


ee 


Jim Wooten, that keen-faced officer whose 
penchant for pulling blind tigers has 
brought him into prominent notice, stood 
before Judge Andy Calhoun yesterday 
afternoon with a bottle of glistening rye 
in his right hand and a jug of pale corn 
in the other. Trophies of Sunday raids 
they were, and the sun that shimmered 
through the yellow fluid was not brighter 
than the smile that flitted about the face 
of the officer as he stood there consratu- 
lating himself upon his conquests, 

Opposite the jubilating detective were 
lined up a number of witnesses who loo 
ed at the lynx-eyed officer with severe 
scowls. They were members, most of 
them, of the Gate City Club, a social cr- 
ganization amdng the mecnanics. nhe 
club, or rather the steward of ihe club, 
John Milam, was charged with the illicit 
sale of liquor. As the trial progressed, 
the discussion of clubs and club iits wrxed 
warmer and became more general, and 
the intricacies of these agocial' orgailza- 
tions were exposed under the argument of 
Colonel Rube Arnold, Sr., and Mr, Lowry 
Arnold, who appeared for the Wate City 
Club, and who desired to show that the 
club in question had not violated tke law 
to. any greater extent than the bketter 
known and more fashionable organiza- 
tions. 

Then the question arose as to «vhether 
the detective had the right to employ men 
as spies, who would lead to the v.oiation 
of the law for the purpose of prosecu- 
tion. 

The spy in the case against the Gate 
City Club was Friar, the street car con- 
ductor who was assaulted Wednesday 
night, and he says that the attack upon 
him was made because of his reporting 
the club. 

Sunday morning last, Wooten and Tom 
Ivy, another detective, who has been vig- 
orous in the prosecution of blind tigers, 
filled the pockets of the conductor with 
money and instructed him to 2nd as many 
places as possible where he could purchase 
whisky. 

Friar thought of the Gate City Club. 
This is a well known organization and 
has a large membership among the work- 
men, lt occupies a suite of nice rooms 
in the Cooledge building on Forsyth street, 
and the conductor hied himself hither Sun- 
day morning and called for a glass of 
beer. 

He had met up with one of the members 
and proposed to set ’em up. Milam, the 
steward, was behind the counter, and 
when the young men came up handed out 
the drinks. The conductor paid for them, 

Later in the day he visited the place 
again and carried away, according to his 
testimony yesterday afternoon, a bottle 
of whisky. 

Then he reported to the detectives and 
a case was made against Milam. 

An array of club members were out 
yesterday 
and their method of conducting affairs. 
The constitution and by-laws were framed 
according to those of the Capital City Club. 
The object of the organization, they stated, 
was purely social. It was not their habit 
to sell drinks to outsiders. Friar was an 
intruder. It was not. known to them but 
what he belonged to the club or had been 
invited there. 

It was contended by Mr. Arnold that the 
club had, according to its charter, in no 
wise violated the law. 

“There is no case,’ said Colonel Arnold, 
“against these men. Why if we go upon 
this principle the officers have the right to 
attack all the clubs in town. But why does 
Wooten single out this society of work- 
men? Why is it that he doesn’t go higher? 
For if this law has been violated here the 
Capital City Club and the Virginia Society 
and the Turn Verien and all others in the 
city are amenable. All of these are now 
violating the law.”’ 

Judge Calhoun stated, however, that he 
was not called upon to decide about that. 
He had the evidence before him that the 
young man had purchased whisky in the 
clubroom. He was not a member, and this, 
with other strong evidence in the case, 
caused him to believe that the club was 
selling liquor without license and he 
would impose a fine of $50. 

There was much dissatisfaction among 
the members in regard to the way in 
which the case was made and the conse- 
quence. : 

Another Beast Exhibited. 

Detective Wooten had another specimen 
in his menagerie for the afternoon’s ex- 
hibit. There was a strenuous kick made 
in this case because of his methods. He 
had used the same young conductor, who 
went to Moran’s pharmacy and bought a 
bottle of whisky on the Sabbath. Colonel 
Robert Jordan, counsel for Dr. Moran, 
said that he did not think the law would 
sustain the methods of the detective, and 
when Judge Calhoun announced that he 
would place the fine at $50 the lawyer gave 
notice that it was his intention to appeal 
the case and test it. 

‘The result of this appeal will be watched 
with much interest. 


AN ELECTION IS CERTAIN. 


Spalding’s Prohibitionists Are Circu- 
lating Petitions. 

Griffin, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)\—The pro- 
hibition campaign is on and within tue next 
sixty days the voters of Spalding county 
will say whether it is to be wet or dry. 
Heretofore the antis have always carried it 
by a good round majority, but now, after 
a lapse of several years, the prohibitionists 
have gained such strength that the tssue is 
extremely doubtful. That the question 
would be brought up this summer has never 
been doubted since the ineffectual attempt to 
hold it last August, and it likely will be 
called for some time in July. 

One-tenth of the qualified voters of the 
county are necessary for the ordinary to 
grant a petition ordering such an election, 
and.as there are only %9 registrations, 
there will be no difficulty in obtaining the 
requisite number, In fact the number of 
signers will be much larger, So far no 
petition has been circulated in town, as no 
authority has been extended by the gener- 
al committee, which meets here tomorrow, 
but petitions are being circulated in the 
country districts and signers are quite nu- 
merous, The registration books need to be 
orened fifty days before the election and as 
soon as the campaign committee requests 
such action the county commissioners will 


issué orders to that effect.

Goldbug Leaders Are Trying To Quiet 
the Cry for It. 
From The Cincinnati Enquirer, 

Washington, May 4.—There are a number 
of strong anti-silver men and officials in 
Washington. who are at last beginning to 
admit the seriousness of the situation so far 
as silver is concerned, and to prepare them- 
selves for what they believe is to happen in 
the future. Light appears to be dawning 
in the east, the stronghold of the gold 
monometalilist, 

Congressman Baker, of New Hampshire, 
talking on the ever-present subject of 
finances, today very frankly said that 
while he was opposed to the free coinage 
of silver, and the so-called leaders of both 
parties in New Hampshire were of the same 
mind, he was convinced that if the proposi- 
tion was submitted to a vote of the yeople 
it would carry by a very comfortable ma- 
jority. Congressman Baker has been among 
the peuple in his state, has circulated 
among the rural population and comes 
back to Washington without giving what he 
has heard his own coloring, He does not 
like the growth of free silver s2iutiment, 
but is honest enough to admit that it is 
spreading with rapidity througnout the 
whole country, 

The same story is heard from Massachu- 
setts. A very prominent business man tem- 
porarily in Washington, but who is ad- 
verse to being quoted, said this afternoon 
that much talking with the people from va- 
rious parts of the state, with whom he 
came in contact, had revealed -he existence 
in Massachusetts of a sentiment on the 
money question of which he and men hike 
him, in business in the large cities, had 
not dreamed. -The state, »articularly in the 
country and smaller towns, was, he said, 
firmly intrenched in the belief im the ab- 
solute necessity of free coinage, ar.d this 
conviction could not be shaken by any argu- 
ment made. 

So comes the word from Vennsylvania, 
Congressman William A. Stone, of that 
state, who is now in ‘Washington, rakes 
no attempt to conceal his astonishment at 
the rapid spread of free silver sentiment 
in Pennsylvania. He speaks gsloorrily of 
the “‘damage”’ that has been «done in fis 
own district, and says the free silver fcurces 
are thoroughly organized and conducting 
an educational campaign that js having a 
telling effect, He insists that something 
must be done to offset this work, :nd is 
now looking for a literary bureau that will 
give him some “sound money’’ literature 
put up in attractive shape.

That.an humble private in the ranks 
should desert his flag is no uncommon oc- 
currence, but I know of but two instances 
in American history where a _ general 
would turn over to the enemy his entire 
command, and those are Benédict Arnold 
and Grover Cleveland. 

Napoleon and other great warriors 
doomed millions of men to sudden and 
bloody death by the use of cannon and bul- 
lets, but Cleveland and his goldbug allies 
and seems to imply that tne figures for mis- 
sion “work in heathen countries are much 
the lower. But is he not in error? The fig- 
ures showing the total expense of maintain- 
ing Christian missions in China are not 
before us, but there is little doubt that the 
average of cost is much above even the

that amount. 

The figures quoted by Mr. Chapman raise 
a number of interesting queries of local in- 
terest. Why, for instance, does it cost 
more than twice as much to convert a Chi- 
cagoan to Congregationalism than to make 
him a Baptist? Dr. Gunsaulus might give 
an answer to this. Why is there so much 
difference between Methodists and Presby- 
terians in this respect? Here is a poser 
for Dr. Withrow. 

One thing is certain—and much might 


have been made of it at the meeting: It is 
worth a great deal more to the community 
that the highest figure quoted last night 
to make a man an earnest Congregational= 
ist, or a sturdy Presbyterian, or a loyal 
Methodist, or a devout Baptist. To “con- 
vert’”’ a man from evil ways to good ones 
is worth more than $580 or thrice $580—more 
to the state, more to this city, more to the 
institution of the family. The sound “con- 
version” of one American is of greater 
value to civilization and humanity today— 
and will be for the next decade—than‘ the 
conversion of a tribe of Hottentots or a 
whole province of Chinese. 

The religious bodies of this city are doing 
a noble and useful work and at a relatively 
small cost. 

States’-Rights Doctrine Revived. 
From The Chicago Record. 

There is again trouble between the federal — 
and state authorities in South Carolina, 
which recalls the days of nullification and 
the states’ rights doctrine. 

A United States circuit court has issued 
an injunction to prevent the state authori- 
ties from holding a proposed election for 
delegates to a constitutional convention on 
the ground that there was fraud at the 
election at which the calling of the conven- 
tion was voted voted on, that it was under _ 
an anconstitutional registration law, which 
Was intended to deprive the negroes of 
their votes, and that there was a fraudulent 
conspiracy for that purpose. John Gary 
Evans, the rash young governor of South 
Carolina, declargs that he will pay no at- 
tention to the injunction, but will continue 
to execute the laws of the state without 
fear of federal inerference, The state of 
South Carolina, he says, is still sovereign 
and independent. 

As the readers of The Record already 
know, it is a very open secret in South Car- 
Olina that the proposed constitutional cone- 
vention has been called for the purpose 
of devising some constitutional means of 
disfranchising the negroes, and also that 
nearly all the colored population is prac- 
tically disfranchised under the registration 
law now in force. It is for these reasons 
that federal intervention has been deemed 
necessary. Some of the states’ rights news- 
papers maintain that the order of the court 
is void on the technical’ ground that an 
executive officer cannot be restrained by 
injunction from executing the laws of the 
state; but Governor Evans defies the federal 
courts on general principles. He has done 
the same thing once before, when an in- 
junction was issued against the state dis- 


pensary law. 

What further action the federal authori- 
ties will take in this case remains to be 
seen. It is evident that it is @ matter of 
much importance, involving the right of the 
negro to vote, President Cleveland ts for- 
tunately not a man to hesitate long in an 
emergency, and it seems reasonable to ex- 
pect that, if the injunction stands, he will 
adopt a vigorous policy toward the’ young 
governor of South Carolina, much as - 
dent Jackson did toward a governor of the 
same state sixty years ago.

The South’s Greatest Center. 

Thirty-five years ago it was frequently 
said that Atlanta had reached the limit 
of her expansion, and those who ex- 
pressed this opinion based it upon the 
assumption that the surrounding coun- 
try with its sparse population would 
not support a very large city. 

At that time, however, Atlanta had 
only four railways; no factories to speak 
of; there was no diversified agriculture 
in Georgia, and manufacturing was at a 
low ebb throughout the south. In the 
past generation great changes have oc- 
curred. Nine railway lines now center 
here; our-population is over 100,000; a 
great manufacturing, city has been built 
up; agriculture has become diversified; 
many neighboring towns are pushing 
their industrial enterprises; the rural 
districts are filling up, and Atlanta is 
everywhere recognized as the great dis- 
tributing center and market of the new 
south. 

The same natural advantages which 
caused John C. Calhoun more than fifty 
years ago to predict the building up of 
a commercial cefiter here are still pow- 
erful factors working for our growth 
and advancement. The artificial ad- 
vantages since added in the shape of 
a perfect transportation system con- 
necting us with all the great markets 
and productive regions of the continent 
and with the gulf and South Atlantic 
ports cannot fail to exert a potential 
influence upon our future progress. 

Scores of southern cities and towns 
may come to the front with their fur- 
naces, mills and factories, but Atlanta 
will inevitably be their market and dis- 
tributing point. Naturally this fact will 
draw manufacturing plants to this city. 
No place in the south is so conveniently 
situated for all the purposes of manu- 
facturing and commerce. Within a ra- 
dius of fifty miles will be found almost 
every known mineral in the world, and 
even gold is Known to exist a few miles 
from here on the Chattahoochee. Our 
railways ramify the timber, mineral and 
cotton belts, and a ride of twelve hours 
will reach the heart of the finest hard 
wood and pine region of the union. In 
Georgia alone there are forty billion 
feet of yellow pine, worth at least $400,- 
000,000. The hardwood timber of the 
Piedmont region is inexhaustible and is 
bound to draw southward all the great 
furniture and wagon factories. Within 
easy reach are the greatest iron fields 
on the continent, side by side with un- 
limited quantities of coal Twelve hours’ 
ride will carry us through a_ region 
abounding in the finest marble and 
granite. Then, in the matter of cotton 
it should be recollected that Georgia, 
Alabama ‘aud Mississippi produce 40 per 
cent of the country’s annual output. 
The movement now started to manu- 
facture all this raw material at home 
will be a permanent thing, for the sim- 
ple reason that manufacturers can reap 
larger profits by establishing their plants 
in close proximity to the raw material, 
thus saving the expense of extra trans- 
portation. 

So, it is admitted by all thoughtful 
observers that the big cotton and iron 
mills and furniture manufactories of the 
future will seek the south. Atlanta’s 
advantages of climate, water supply and 
distribution will always make this city 
the great center of the industry and 
commerce of this section. A glance at 
the map will convince any one that 
this must necessarily be the case. Even 
under adverse circumstances this fact 
was so generally appreciated that it 
led to the rapid growth of the old At- 
lanta which fell before the destructive 
torch of Sherman and of the new Atlan- 
ta which sprung from the ashes. 

Now that our city has passed the limit 
of 100,000 population, and has equipped 
ifself with manufacturing and transpor- 
tation facilities, its growth will obey a 
natural impetus which was lacking when 
it was a feeble community buried in the 
woods. In these days all roads point 
to Atlanta, and for all sections it is a 
gateway and a distributing point. Those 
who are planning for the future should 
not forget that, according to conserva- 
tive estimates made by experienced men 
who have studied the growth and busi- 
ness of the city for more than forty 
years, we may reasonably expect a pop- 
ulation of about 200,000 in the course 
of- the next fifteen years, and these 
same clear-headed, practical students of 
facts and figures declare that some of 
the young men now living will see half 
a million inhabitants within our gates 
forty years from now. 

The growth of the south will be At- 
lanta’s growth. The industrial awaken- 
ing south of the Potomac must find its 
chief development here because our dis- 
tribution facilities ‘will command and 
eontrol the situation. With our present 
start and headway, it will be impossible 
in the future for any unfriendly com- 
bination, policy or discrimination to 
stand between Atlanta and her destiny 
as a metropolis and a center. 

While the growth and development 
of the surrounding country will cause 
Atlanta to expand and prosper, her 
progress will also carry along with her 
other towns, and the country districts, 
finding new markets springing up on 
every hand, will attract immigrants who 
will devote themselves to agriculture, 
because under such conditions it will be 
a profitable pursuit.

Bourke Cockran, M. P.’ 

We are not disposed to credit the re- 
port that Mr. Bourke Cockran has re- 
turned to Ireland with the intention of 
getting into parliament. 

It is true that Mr. Cockran is eligible 
under the law, because England holds 
that a man who has once been a British 
subject never loses any of his privileges 
in that respect. But why should New 
York’s brilliant Irishman desire to enter 
the British parliament? He ‘has dis- 
tinguished himself in a public career in 
the greatest and freest country on the 
globe, and future honors are doubtless 
in store for him if he remains on this 
side of the water. In the house of 
commons he would be held down by the 
red tape and the arbitrary methods of 
the party representing the government, 
and it is not certain that the minority 
would accept him as a leader, It would 
be. better for his fame and usefulness 
to remain here where his talents will 
have a wider field. 

Of course there are precedents for 
such a venture as Mr. Cockran is said to 
have in view. -Captain Mayne Reid 
came over here, and resided many years, 
even serving in our army during the 
Mexican war. Later he returned to 
england and entered parliament. But he 
made no reputation. Henry M, Stanley, 
another Anglo-American, made an effort 
to go to the house of commons but was 
defeated. 

Aaron Burr’s case was a peculiar one. 
Burr was born a British subject in the 
American colonies. He fought against 
tngland in the revolution, was vice 
president of the republic, and yet dur- 
ing the war of 1812, or about that time, 
he had the impudence during his resi- 
dence in England to offer himself for 
parliament. A note from the minister 
of war caused him to visit that official, 
and Colonel Burr was informed that his 
passport was made out for Paris, and 
that he would find his further sojourn in 
England unpleasant. He took the hint 
and went to France. 

Mr. Cockran should stick to this 
country. He is not wanted in British 
politics. 


Tired of Koyal Incompetency. 

The flurry in the house of cemmons 
over Dr. Tanner’s inquiry im regard to 
the rumored retirement of the duke of 
Cambridge from the army will have a 
good effect. 

‘The duke holds the office of command- 
er in chief of the British army simply 
because he is a member of the royal 
family. He is not a soldier or a general. 
He is a mere figurebead, and is known 
by his subordinates and the people at 
large to be utterly incompetent for the 
important position which he bas so long 
held. Millions of Englishmen are get- 
ting tired of being taxed to pay a big 
silary to a commander in chief who 


knows nothing of military affairs, and | 


Whose work has to be done by others. 

But when a member of parliament 
asks if the duke is about to make way 
for a better man, general consternation 
pervades the ranks of the government 
partisans, and the speaker hastily rushes 
through a motion to adjourn in order 
to avoid further embarrassing questions. 

The downfall of royalty in England 
will be the certain result of the con- 
tinuance of a system which makes every 
member of the royal family a pensioner 
or a high official. The people are al- 
most taxed to death, and it makes them 
openly discontented and indignant to feel 
that their hard earnings support in ex- 
travagant luxury incompetent men like 
the duke of Cambridge who are placed 
in positions where they have it in their 
power to injure or wreck the most im- 
portant interests of the empire. 

In an age when people count and 
grudge every dollar wrung from them 
by taxation it is a dangerous thing to 
drain their pockets for the support of so 
many princelings and dukes. The aver- 
age Englishman is loyal, but when he 
sees that royalty is costing him more 
and more every year, and that its sup- 
port will dodm bim and his children to 
inevitable poverty he will call for a 
change. Indeed, England is now ripe 
for a democratic propaganda. 


Shylock’s Campaign. 

A few months ago the most characfer- 
istic feature of the so-called “sound” 
money element—the eastern organs of 
Shylock—was the contemptuous manner 
in which they referred to the movement 
in favor of the remonetization of silver. 
The strong arm of. Mr. Cleveland could 
be depended on to put it down. It was 
“a passing craze;” a “few lunaties here 
and there were shouting for free silver” 
—all this and much more _to the same 
purpose. 

It is true that there was for a time a 
good deal ef hesitation and confusion 
among those who are anxious to see 
silver restored to its constitutional place 
in our money system. A great many 
men refused to believe that the Cleve- 
land administration would turn its back 
on the democratic party and the people. 
Not until recent developments did the 
more conservative democrats of the 
country believe that the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act was the only 
step that Mr. Cleveland was willing to 
take. That repeal placed the country 
absolutely and unequivocally at the 
merey of the gold gamblers—the Shy- 
lock class—and gave to the people ag. 
object lesson in gold monometallism that 
they will not soon forget. In order to 
maintain the gold standard, Mr. Cleve- 
land has discredited silver by permitting 
note holders to demand gold, has added 
two hundred millions to the public debt, 
and has at last been compelled to place 
the people’s treasury in charge of a 
syndicate of money lenders. . 

Observing these things the most con- 
servative men of the country can no 
longer have any doubt that the plea for 
“sound” money and an “honest” dollar 
means gold money and gold _ dollars 
m&de so valuable that they will buy 

ice and three times as much of the 
eople’s products as they would buy in 
1873. This being undenied and unde- 
niable, thinking men of all classes—busi- 
ness men, merchants and farmers—have 
come to the conclusion that their only 
hope of relief lies in demanding the in- 
dependent and unlimited free coinage of 
silver,

‘ Consequently, when the agents of the 
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Shylock policy made arrangements to 
enter upon a definite campaign and be- 
gan to feel of the public pulse, they 
found that the eommon people—the 
masses who do the voting in time of 
peace and the shooting in time of war— 
were all in favor of the restoration of 
silver as a part of the primary money 
of the country. 

In another column we print an extract 
from an article in The New York Herald 
in regard to the Shylock campaign, Con- 
siderable stress is laid on the resources 
of the Shylock committee in William 
street, but our contemporary strikes a 
distinct note of alarm. The other day 
it announced with something of a flour- 
ish that “a number of southern states- 
men” had been “secured” to “drum up 
delegates” to the goldbug convention at 
Memphis, but with the exception of poor 
Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, who has 
never been charged with statesmanship, 
there are no signs of activity on the 
part of any of the southern statesmen 
who may have been “secured” to 
“drum up delegates.” However willing 
some of these “statesmen” may be to 
trade with the agents of Shylock, they 
are not willing to go on record. 

The dullest of them understand that 
the man who gives aid and comfort to 
the policy of Shylock will ceuse to be a 
political factor in this section. There 
are trimmers to be found here and there 
—men who are _ hesitating in the fear 
that something may occur to stay the 
tide of publie opinion, but there are few 
men in the south who, having once en- 
joyed the fruits of popular approval, are 
now willing to make a record against 
the people’s interests. 

The Herald lays some emphasis on the 
fact that the Shylock committee in New 
York can “instantly communicate with 
more than thirty thousand bank cashiers 
and presidents in various parts of the 
country.” This is both interesting and 
important, but it will not tend to con- 
vince the people that there is anything 
in the goldbug policy for them. ‘The 
signiticance of the announcement lies in 
the fact that Shylock is sure that the 
national banks are prepared to abuse the 
privileges which the people have con- 
ferred on them by bringing their “in- 
fluence” to bear in politics. A great 
many bank presidents and cashiers in 
the south do not train with the Shylock 
class on fhe issue that is now agitating 
the public, but it is not to be denied 
that thousands of the national banks 
are as ready to engage in politics now 
as the old United States bank and its 
branches were when the people com- 
manded them to be dismantled. This re- 
minds us that after the money question 
is settled, the people will have to settle 
a collateral issue that is almost as im- 
portant. The outcome of the collateral 
issue will depend largely on the atti- 
tude of the national banks in the pres- 
ent contest.

At the North and East. 

While the Shylock propaganda is mov- 
ing heaven and earth to push its cam- 
paign in the south and west, what is it 
going to do when the free coinage men 
open their campaign at the north and 
east? It will be a very serious matter 
indeed. No one who has watched re- 
cent developments with any attention 
can have failed to note the growth of 
silver sentiment in the north and east. 

In Pennsylvania this sentiment has 
grown to such an extent that it is doubt- 
ful if a goldbug candidate could carry 
the state. The honest voters of both 
parties in that state are in favor of the 
unlimited and independent free coinage 
of silver, and they have been so aroused 
that no candidate of either party could 
carry the state on a straddle if there 
was a free eoinage man to vote for. 

In all parts of the north and east the 
Wage earners and the workingmen are 
in favor of free coinage. The federa- 
tions of trade and all the labor unions 
are pledged to the interests of the peo- 
ple on that issue. VPromfhent men who 
are acquainted with the situation in 
New York state are of the opinion that 
the silver men can carry the state on the 
issue as it will be presented. Farther 
east some of the most influential manu- 
acturers have discovered that they can- 
not hope to retain their trade unless this 
country gets behind silver. 

The Boston Boot and’ Shoe Recorder, 
the largest and most popular journal de- 
voted to the shoe and leather trade in 
this country, and edited with great abil- 
ity, is heartily in favor of the free coin- 
age of silver, and argues the question in 
a way that disposes of some of the 
ridiculous statements that are daily 
made by the Shylock class. 

The editor, discussing the question 
with a contemporary, shows that un- 
der the operations of the laws that were 
adding more money to our circulation 
this country reached in 1891, and 1892 
the top notch of national prosperity. 
Referring to the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act he says: 

Well, we know what the results were. 
Our contemp. was one of the shouters for 
the repeal of the Sherman law. It fiercely 
and slanderously denounced senators who 
hesitated to obey the commands of the ex- 
ecutive, and held out glowing promises of 
the revival that would follow the repeal, 
Has the editor ever apologized for his mis- 
statements or bluaders in this particular? 
If he was so grievously mistaken then, why 
should we accept him now when he contin- 
ues to talk in the same strain? What a 
crowning absurdity it is to say that free 
coinage of silver is the cause of disasters 
when we have had nothing approaching 
free coinage. On the contrary, we have 
suffered from the appreciating single gold 
standard just as every other nation adopt- 
ing this policy has suffered. England and 
Germany, which refused even a partial 
recognition to silver, have suffered much 
more than this country and France, where 
it was not wholly excluded. Furthermore, 
as conclusive, we find the silver-using coun- 
tries making great progress with a wonder- 
ful industrial development. It is simply 
criminal to obstinately ignore such facts 


as these in blindly following delusive theo- 
ries with the catch words of “honest 


money” or “best money.” 

Who will say that the people of the 
rest of the ceuntry will not be supported 
in their movement for relief by the 
honest voters of the north and east?

A Woman on Silver. 
Mrs. 8. Rhett_Roman in The New Orleans 
states. 

That falling prices are detrimental to gen- 
eral conditions none by a tyro in specula- 
tive thought will fail to appreciate. Mr. J. 
Shield Nicholson, M. A, D., professor of 
political economy in the University of 
Edinburgh, a man recognized in England 
as one of the most profound and brilliant 
authorities on the money question, says: 
“With falling prices, both wages and profits 
will fall; and though profits may fall first, 
we may be sure that wages will follow,’’ 
and Mr. Nicholson adds: “‘Every impar- 
tial reader of the recent report of the roy- 
al commission, established by parliament 
to investigate the causes of agricultural 
and commercial depression, must allow 
that the principal feature in the present de- 
pression is the continuous fall in prices 
and loss of profit.’’ And again: “Taking 
the industrial world, as it is actually con- 
stituted at the present time, we find that 
the whole of industry depends for its stim- 
ulus upon profit; and if profits fall to a 
minimum or vanish, enterprise is at once 
contracted and there is less scope for em- 
ployment, general depression. must super- 
vene,” 

The “silver” question is rightfully with 
us the preponderating issue of the hour, 
for with the adoption of a bimetallic poli- 
cy by the United States an era of renewed 
prosperity might be rightfully anticipated. 
Whereas according to the same great au- 
thorities, the maintainance of monometal- 
lism will fatally and inevitably cause a 
continual fall in prices and in wages, a 
contraction of enterprise and a continued 
dimunition of the general prosperity of the 
country. The true policy would be an 
adoption of bimetallism by the United 
States, which would have for effect to 
hasten the wavering indecision of Great 
Britain in that direction. Pressed by her 
own great political economists, urged on by 
the growing sentiment in favor of concert- 
ed action and the adoption of the double 
standard by the other great powers of Eu- 
rope, Great Britain would not long remain 
the only obstacle to such an arrangement 
were this powerful commercial country to 
lead the way. 

For this expansion good money is needed, 
and good money means that currency 
which will serve the needs and requirements 
of this people; not the appreciating mono- 
metallism, the single gold standard, which 
increases the wealth of the creditor por- 
tion, and adds to the burden of the wage- 
earner and debtor, but the equitable, fair 
and elastic bimetallic system which Eng- 
lar-d’s most powerful exponents of political 
economy uphold. Those able leaders of 
thought in her first institutions of learning 
all have with singular unanimity declared 
that the monetary policy of Great Britain 
in the near future, if she would retain and 
expand that commercial power and pros- 
perity which has been the work of cen- 
turies of endeavor to command, must be a 
policy of bimetallism. Good money is the 
need of the hour within these states. Good 
money means abundant money with which 
to meet the expansion of the energies and 
enterprises of this country.  __ 


LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


Let Them Talk Out! 

Editor Constitution: The people are 
plainly entitled to and demand of their 
party leaders deliverances upon any public 
question or issue, especially one which di- 
réctly and vitally affects their interest 
and welfare. It is not the habit of the 
patriot and statesman to be silent dur- 
ing these times of great agitation of im- 
portant questions and principles, and with- 
hold his wise counsel from the party he rep- 
resents. It is the characteristic course of 
the mere politician seeking only personal 
advancement, who ‘studiously refrains 
from giving out interviews” when agitation 
and discussion divide his party, and waits 
to identify himself with the winning fac- 
tion. 

It is a baseless contention to insist that 
the present agitation of the silver ques- 
tion is premature. I submit that it is 
never premature to discuss any goverment- 
al policy or public issue affecting the wel- 
fare of the people. We are counseled not 
to force the issue prematurely, but are ad- 
vised to defer it until the great contest of 
1896. This is counsel without wisdom or 
reason. Would it not be the wisest and 
safest policy to force and settle the silver 
question as far in advance of the contest 
of 1896 as possible, so that no division may 
exist in the ranks of the party at that 
critical time, the minority having patriot- 
ically and loyally yielded to the will of the 
majority?

The campaign now in progress in be- 
half of. Sound money promises to be one 
of the most exciting in the history of the 
financial world. In every state in the 
union the friends and foes’ of free silver 
are marshaling their forces, and from now 
on until after the presidential election 
next year the great topic of discussion 
in political circles will be the money ques- 
tion. 

The reports received at the sound money 
headquarters show that the situation is 
serious, as regards sound money views, 
throughout the United States. West of 
the Mississippi river there are few states 
that can safely be counted on as anti-silver 
States. All through the west free silver 
fallacies seem to be widespread. 

Arkansas is hopelessly lost, and Nebraska 
is not far behind, Even Pennsylvania 
shows that it needs looking after. The 
Manufacturers’ Club, in Philadelphia, has 
thrown out its banners for bimetallism 
and Senator Don Cameron is an open and 
avowed friend of free silver. 

The south is about evenly divided be- 
tween the two camps, with the chances 
in favor of the sound thoney men. 

The Reform Club has been busy for more 
than a year in getting classified lists of 
voters, and has spent many thousands of 
dollars in this work alone. 

For example, if tt is desired to reach 
bank officials, the secretary of the com- 
mittee can, within a comparatively short 
period, communicate directly with more 
than thirty thousand bank presidents and 


cashiers scattered throughout the country,’ 


Again, the names of more than a million 
of the most. prominent farmers in the 
United States are on the list of the club’s 
classified addresses. . 

Secretary Holt keeps a watchful eye on 
the newspapers of the country, and sees 
that they are constantly supplied with all 
sorts of arguments and articles bearing 
on the campaign. The result is that the 
club’s efforts are pretty thoroughly herald- 
ed up and down the land, and every n.ail 
brings in marked copies of newspaper ar- 
ticles or a big batch of letters making in- 
quiries of one kind or another. 

Three hundred thousand “supplements” 
filled with sound money literature are sent 
out every week, and beginning today a 
“plate matter” factory will supply fresh 
plate matter on the currency question to 
every paper in the land that wants it, and 
the cost will be only the freight or ex- 
press charges.

The Fencibles and the Morton Cadets 
Passed Through Here, 


TWO ; COMPANIES OF REGULARS LEFT 


Colonel W. L. Kellogg Will Command the 
U. 8. Troops at the Encampment. 
The Programme and Prizes. 


The National Fencibles, of Washington, 
D. C., the crack military company that has 
Been beaten only by an Atlanta company, 
reached Atlanta yesterday afternon at 4:30 
o'elock and left for Memphis a few min- 
utes later. 

On the same train from Washington were 
the Morton cadets, a company which is 
also on the way to the big interstate 
drill at Memphis, and which has never be- 
fore entered a prize contest, but will this 
time go into four. : 

In Atlanta these two companies were 
joined by two companies of regulars in 
command of Colonel Kellogg, and when 
the long train pulled out over the Southern 
there were 126 regulars and ninety-eight 
militiamen on board all bound for 
Memphis. 

Several hundred people, for the most 
part members of the local military com- 
panies, were at the depot yesterday after- 
noon by 4 o’clock awaiting the arrival of 
the Fencibles and the Morton Cadets. It 
was the Fencibles they wanted to see pri- 
marily, as there is a great friendship ex- 
isting between several of the Atlanta com- 
panies and the Fencibles. 

Hardly had the train rolled under the 
shed before nearly 100 very tired soldier 
boys bounded off the platforms of the

special coach and headed for the coun- 
ter over which Uncle Bud Kernodle pre- 
sides. In a few minutes they emerged bear- 
ing large sandwiches, dangerous pies and 
great tin cups steaming with coffee. The 
boys were in a jolly good humor and shook 
hands happily with their friends. They 
Were congratulated upon the prize of $3,000 
that they are to win. 

“We'll win sure,” said one of the Fenci- 
bles, and added slyly: ‘‘There is no Atlanta 
company entered for the interstate drill.’’ 

The Fencibles are commanded on this 
trip by Captain Charles S. Domer, who is 
assisted by Lieutenant Eugene Crist and 
Lieutenant Harry Dunn. There are forty- 
eight men in all with the company on 
this trip. 

On the trip last year the Fencibles were 
Very unfortunate. Although the company 
won the first prize, its second lieutenant 
was killed. It was in Birmingham that 
the sad affair occurred. Rain was falling 
and he put his hood over his head to pro- 
tect himself and failed to hear an engine, 
which run him down. 

The National Fencibles have been organ- 
ized nearly ten years, and in that time 
has carried away any number of prizes, 
winning two interstate driils and getting 
several second prizes. The Fencibles won 
first in 1891 at Omaha and at Little Rock 
in 1894. It was in 1899 that the Fencibles 
suffered a defeat. 

At that time the Atlanta Rifles were at 
the height of their glory. Captain M. B. 
Spencer w2s in command and had as his 
assistants Lieutenant Frank Spencer, Lieu- 
tenant Harry Snook and Junior Second 
Lieutenant William Richardson. This 
company took the first prize witn the 
wonderful score of 97. 

But the Rifles are not entered this time 
and the Fencibles will win. Every member 
of the company says that they are obliged 
to win,.and if they don’t they will keep 
on across the continent and join the 
Chinese army. It has been announced by 
the Fencibles that this is their lagt drill 
for a prize. This has been officially an- 
nounced, and, win or lose, the Fencibles 
will not take another try for the interstate 
drill prize. 

May Prove Prize Winners. 
' The Morton Cadets, commanded by C4ap- 
tain E. A. Shilling, who is aided by 
First Lieutenant G. E. Trallis and Second 
Lieutenant C. M. Robinson, Jr., make a 
fine lot of people. 

This company was organized about four 
years ago and was named after Levi P. 
Morton, who was vice president at that 
time. There were forty-five men with the 
company yesterday, but four have gone 
ahead, and the captain was left at Danville 
through a misunderstanding on his part as 
to the schedule. 

The four that went ahead to prepare for 
the company’s arrival are Lieutenant Me- 
lach, Quartermaster Bailey and Privates 
Hogue and Johnson, A telegram was re- 
ceived here yesterday by Lieutenant Trallis 
from Captain Shilling. Captain Shilling in- 
structed Lieutenant Trallis to remain in 
charge. He also stated that he was twenty- 
four hours behind the company. This is 
the maiden drill of the Cadets and they 
expect to take the maiden prize. 

Regulars Leave for Memphis. 

The two companies of regulars with the 
officers in command were brought from 
Fort McPherson on two special coaches and 
attached to the regular train along with 
the special coaches from Washington. 

Colonel Kellogg is in command and has 
Lieutenant Ligget, adjutant, and Lieutenant 
Kimball quartermaster of his staff. There 
are two companies—E and H. Captain Bow- 
en is in charge of company F and has with 
him Lieutenants Tillson and Rose. Company 
H is captained by Captain H. K. Bailey, 
who has with him Lieutenants Kalk and 
Wahl, 

The hospital corps is in charge of Acting 
Hospital Surgeon Mackie, The number of 
men and officers on the trip is 126, 

Colonel Kellogg goes to the encampment 
to take charge of the regular troops, Two 
companies of cavalry have been ordered 
from St. Louis and an army band will be at 
the encampment during the entire time. 

Something About the Big Drill. 

The interstate drill at Memphis means a 
gathering of nearly al] the crack companies 
north, east, west and south, to compete for 
prizes to the amount of $17,000. 

The programme begins this afternoon and 
will be started by a grand review of all 
the companies, the introduction of sponsors 
and a military concert. 

On Sunday morning there will be a guard 
mount. By way of religious diversion Bish- 
op Gailor will give a sermon especially for 
the occasion. At night there will be a sa- 
cred concert. 

On Monday, in ada:tion to guard mount, 
dress parade and a military concert, tea 
competitive drills will be commencec ane 
will continue every day throughout the en- 
campment. At night there will be drilling 
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judges and the presentation of the prizes to 
the winning companies by Lieutenant Gener- 
al Schofield, who will review the troops.

LIKE JOAN OF ARC. 


An Old Negro Woman Who Heard 
Strange Voices in the Night. 

A wild-eyed negro woman, who has caus- 
ed consternation among the inhabitants of 
that locality in the rear of Clark’s univer- 
sity, was brought before Judge Calhoun 
yesterday afternoon. 

The woman is suffering from a strange 
delusion. At church Sunday she startled 
the congregation by jumping up with a 
scream that sounded above the singing, 
and reaching out for an old brother’s head 
began to pull his hair and batter his coun- 
tenance savagely. 

The services were interrupted and the 
pastor took time to step from the pulpit 
and assist in forciby ejecting the. obstrep- 
erous sister, while the rest of the members 
stood about groaning and gnashing their 
teeth. 

Each day since Mary Tanks has acted so 
queerly that the whole neighborhood has 
been alarmed . Without the slightest warn- 
ing she would rush up to an unsuspecting 
darky, clutch him about the neck and be- 
gin to beat him energetically. A telegraph 
messenger boy suffered this fate and came 
out of the difficulty with a much mutilated 
face. 

Mary Tanks attributes her actions to su- 
pernatural influences. Like Joan of Arc, 
she heard voices that told many wondrous 
things, so she says. The voices came to 
her in the night time and urged her on to 
do strange things and like Joan, she, after 
thoughtful consideration, decided to obey 
what they told. Mary Tanks accounted 
for her action and the voices in a manner 
most natural. She was hvodooed by an- 
other coon who conjured her on the sly. 
That was the explanation she gave Judge 
Calhoun yesterday afternoon. 

“Dey hants me, jedge; dem voices come 
to me in de night time an wake me up and 
I knows it’s some nigger what done put 
er spell on me. Tudder night ’fo’ de meet- 
in’ at de church I heerd ’em say, ‘Go up 
an’ hit dat man what sits in front of you, 
kase he’s de man whot done put de con- 
juration on yer.’ Dat’s what makes me 
beat dat man, and de nex’ night I heerd de 
same sperits talkin’ an’ sayin’ I got to beat 
out dem oomens what calls me names. I 
ain’t aimin’ ter hurt no one, leastwise dese 
folks here, bein’ as dey is so neighborly, 
but I’se bound to mind what de voices say.”’ 

While the woman talked she stared about 
the room wildly and fearing that the voices 
might prompt something similar to her 
former conduct Judge Calhoun hastened to 
finish up the case. 

He learned from the numerous witnesses 
that crowded about that Mary was thought 
to be of unsound mind. She had frequently 
shown violent symptoms and upon more 
than one occasion had made sudden at- 
tacks upon people whom she knew well 
and against whom she was known to have 
no grievance. 

Her husband, an old man, was at the 
trial, too. He informed the judge that it 
was a matter of no doubt as to his wife's 
insanity. For the last three years she had 
been waking up in the night replying to 
imaginary voices, which she claimed spoke 
to her constantly. 

‘“Jedge, dey ain’t nobody put de cunjer 
on my ole ooman. She's jes’ nacherly loose 
in de head an’ astalkin’ outen her mind 
all de time. I went to see de ordinary yis- 
tiddy, but he says dey ain’t no use tryin’ 
her, kase she’ll have to lay in de jail, as 
dey ain’t no room at de ‘sylum.” 

Judge Calhoun thought himself that the 
woman was insane. He dismissed the case 
and advised that a writ of lunacy be taken 
out immediately.

but in the letter it is stated that he was 
killed on March 27th. 

How the stranger met his death is not 
told in the letter. He may have been shot 
in an encounter or may have been killed 
by his mule running away, Johnson is de- 
scribed as twenty-five years old, five feet 
six inches tall, light complexion, blue 
eyes and round, smooth face. He claimed 
to be from southeast Missouri and that he 
had relatives near New Madrid county, Mis-

PICKLED OYSTERS.—Two gallons of 
large oysters, drain and rinse them; put 
1 pint of oyster juice in 1 quart of vinegar 
over fire; scald and skim untfl clear; add 1 
tablespoonful whole pepper, 1 tablespoon- 
ful cloves, 1 tablespoonful mace, 1 even 
tablespoonful salt; scald a minute, then 
throw in oysters;. let them just come to a 
boil. The oysters should be pickled day 


before being wanted, as they grow tough 
after standing a few days in vinegar. 


OYSTER PATES.—One quart oysters, 
minced fine with a sharp knife; 1 cup rich 
drawn butter based upon milk; cayenne 
and black pepper to taste, Stir mimced oys- 
ters.in drawn butter and cook 6 minutes, 
Have ready some shapes of pas baked 
in pate pans, then slipped out, ] these 
with the mixture; set in oven 2 minutes to 
heat and send to table. 


SCALLOPED OYSTERS.—One quart fine 
oysters, 1 coffeecupful pounded cracker, 2 
tablespoonfuls butter, 4% cupful rich milk 
or cream, Pepper and salt to taste. Butter 
a baking dish and ¢over bottom pretty 
thickly with pounded cracker. Wet with 
oyster liquor and few spoonfuls cream, 
next lay oysters, 1 deep, closely over these 
Pepper and salt, and small piece of butter 
on each. Another layer of crumbs, with 
butter dotted over it. Set in oven, invert 
late or tin pan over dish, bake until juice 
ubbles up to top. Uncover, set upon upper 
grating of oven to brown, Serve in Dake 
dish. Pass around sliced lemon with it, 
Oysters, like fish, follow immediately after 
soup, and are a course by themselves.

The Cuban Question. 
From The New York Sun. 

The Cuban question is one of magnitude, 
It is one of immediate and of far-reaching 
significance. Its impurtance to Spain is 
very slight in comparison with its impor- 
tance to us. After .us it is to England 
that it is of importance. Spain is of no 
concern to us: England must be of per- 
petual concern to us, so leng as her flag 
floats over her fortifications at Halifax, 
Nassau, Kingston, Belize, Barbadoes and 
Georgetown. 

Of course, England is desirous that the 
Spanish grip upon Ouba shall be maine 
tained. Of course, the United States must 
be desirous that it shall be breken. 

To Spain the Cuban question is mainly 
theatrical and sentimental..To both Eng- 
land and the United States it is pre-emi- 
nently practical; it is avstere. Those who 
-elittle it or who fail to see its bearings 
are foolish. 

We desire that during the continuance of 
the Cuban war interaational law ghall be 
fully respected and our neutrality laws 
fully enforced. But there can be no reason 
why the Cleveland administration should 
overstretch any provision of our neutrality 
laws in the interest of Spain for the pur- 
pose of perpetuating, near our seaboard, 
the existence of those huge European bat- 
tlements which may any day be used to 
cur disadvantage in the ravishment of our 
cities on the gulf and thse Atlantie. There 
can be no good reason why, if those of the 
Cuban insurgents who may be taken pris- 
oners are indeed butchered by the Spanish 
troops, we should not enter a protest in 
the name of civilization, under the authority 
of the American government.

A GREAT DEAL WAS THROWN OVERBOARD 


As the Report Was Disappointing—Sales 
on the Stock Exchange Still Climbing. 
Yesterday’s the Largest in Years. 


New York, May 10.—The transactions in 
Stocks today’ reached the enormous total 
of 583,833 shares while the dealings in 
bonds footed up $5,697,000. This is the larg- 
est day’s business in years. The buying 
Was of the best character, London and the 
commission houses being the largest pur- 
chasers. Tfading for outside account was 
on a tremendous scale, and, in fact, it was 
this buying that the ‘efforts of the 
sold-out bulls to bring about a reaction. The 
offerings of the professionals were heavy, 
and at times it looked as if the top notch 
had been reached, but invariably fresh buy- 
ing orders were put in, and the market re- 
sumed its upward course. “London, as of 
late, Was a heavy buyer, its purchases bo- 
ing estimated at over 50,000 shares. It is 
diticults to obtain the amount of bonds 
bought, but the best information is that the 
purchases today for European account will 
reach at least $1,000,000 par value. The In- 
ternational stocks displayed the greatest 
strength, St. Paul, Louisville and Nashville, 
Baltimore and Ohio, Chesapeake and 
Ohio. and Atchison advancing sharply. The 
last mamed figured for 74,000 shares’ and 
touched 9.

New York, May 10.—The grand surprise 
today was the bureau report, It Was a 
surprise party with a vengeance, It gave 
the area planted previous to May ist as 
78.5, against &1.6 last year and $5.3 the year 
before, and adds that the delay was caused 
bv a backward spring and dry weather; that 
the usual acreage would be planted in 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama and Arkansas, though there will 
be some reduction in Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Texas and Tennessee. That took the wind 
out of the bullish sails for the time being; 
at any rate everybody wanted to sell and 
not everybody wanted to buy. The result 
was a decline of 10 to 12 points, the market 
closing steady with sales of. 177,300. New 
Orleans early advanced 2 points, but lost 
this and declinea 10 to 11 points, Liverpool 
advanced 1-32d on the spot, but sales were 
only 8,000, and though futures opened ‘%2z 
point higher, they lost’ this slight im- 
provement and closed 4% point lower and 
barely steady, so that the Liverpool news 
today was very disappointing to the bulls. 
lt made very little response to yesterday's 
advance here and lost even the trifling 
in.provement of the opening, Europe bought 
a little, but most of the orders were to sell, 
whether from local, southerm or European 
operators. In the main it was a local af- 
fair. Cotton was thrown overboard because 
of the decidedly disappointing nature of the 
bureau report, Liverpool sales for the week 
were 46,000 bales, including 42,000 American, 
against 78,000 last week, including 68,000 
American, and 69,000 last year, including 
51,000 American. Imports, 75,000, including 
69,000 American, against 44,000 last week, of 
which 38,000 were American, and 37,000 last 
year, including 7,000 American, Port re- 
ceipts, 7,171, including ‘‘various,’” against 
4,074 last vear, making a total for the week 
of 41,259 against 23,018 last year, The inte- 
rior receipts reached 17,580 for the week, 
against 11,41. last year; shipments, 39,364 
against 30.833. and stocks 145.5, against 
lu,348 last week and 159,492 iast year. Spot 
prices here declined 1-l6c. Only 75 baies were 
sold. St.. Louis advanced 1-l6c, but in 
some cases the southern markets were a lit- 
tle easier. Weather reports and Liverpool 
advices wil! be large factors in fluctuations 
in cotton in the immediate future. To start 
another bullish furor the. market requires 
bracing news of some sort and plenty of? 
bullish support.

VENEZUBLA’S THANKS 


Colonel Livingston Receives a Pleasing 
Letter from That Country. 


THEY APPLAUD HIS ABLE COURSE 


Leading Citizens Write To Thank Him for 
Asking England To Arbitrate the 
Differences in Venezuela. 


Colonel Leonidas F. Livingston, the fifth 
district's ccngressman, has achieved a dis- 


tinction that few other American stat s- 


men have ever won. 

The gratitude of a foreign nation has been 
showered upon him in recognition of his 
splendid services in upholding the proud 
American policy in dealing with disputes 
between South America and fore.gn powers 
which took its name fiom Monroe. He has 
becore the toast of all Venezuela and his 
name is honcred from cne end of that coun- 
try to the other. All because he upheld 
the policy of Americanism laid down by 
James Monroe, and fovght for its recogni- 
tion in the national house and called upon 
England to arbitrate the dispute it was 
having with Venezuela. 

When the question of the policy to be 
pursuec by the United States in regard to 
the dispute between England and Vene- 
zuela came up in the house of representa- 
tives, Colonel Livingston made a ringing 
speech, taking the side of Venezuela. His 
speech. was a strong and ringing exposition 
of the Menroe doctrine. The specch was 
one of the ablest ever heurd in congress on 
that subject. 

It was made in advocacy of the passage 
of a resolution which he had introduced in 
congress calling on England to submit its 
differences with enezuela to arbitration. 
The resolution as introduced by Colonel 
Livingston passed congress, and England 
replied by saying there was nothing to 
arbitrate, as that country was already in 
possession of the strip of territory over 
which the dispute arose. 

Colonel Livingston's action was 
mcrded everywhere and caused great ad- 
miration in Venezuela. His speech was 
translated into Spanish and circulated 
throughout Venezvela. Colonel Livingston 
became the popular hero of that country. 
He was invited to speak there, his picture 
was published broadcast and there was 
talk of erecting a statue of the colonel 
cn the public square of the capital of the 
ccuntry. 

Colonel Livingstcn has received many 
pleasing reminders of his work from Vene- 
zuela people and only a few days ago he 
received a handsome letter, signed by a 
number of the leeding citizens of Vene- 
zuela, thanking him for his patriotic action. 
This letter was written in Spanish and, 
translated, is as follows: 

“Soledad, Independencia District, State of 
Rermudez, Venezuela, April 56, 1895.—To the 
Hon. Mr. Livingston, Delegate of Georgia, 
Washington: With our hearts full of vi- 
brations of gratitude, we have read in ‘k) 
Tiempo,’ a Caracas illustrated paper, your 
splendid and brilliant address before the 
honorable congress of your country in 
behalf of our noble and beloved republic, 
now deprived of a part of her territory 
through a European power which despises 
iniquitously our sovereignty as a nation by 
making use of the detestable law of the 
strongest, and outrages our national flag 
by snatching from us our richest region, 
thus threatening our national autonomy. 

“We were well aware that our northern 
sister, that great republic we love and 
respect so much, as the advanced suard 
watching for our rights constantly threat- 
ened by European covetousness, would not 
see indifferently the outrage inflicted to a 
sister republic by a European nation, odious 
to the whole world and whose rapacity and 
insatiable avarice are well known to all, 

“By taking before the congress, in such 
an eloquent and worthy manner, the vindi- 
cation of the rights of Venezucla against 
Ieneland, that eternal usurper of territories 
belonging to nations less strong than her- 
self, you have been the faithful interpréter 
of the noble American character and you 
have taught ambitious [ngland that the 
free, noble and just nation of the United 
States is ready to put into practice for the 
benent of her southern sisters the precepts 
of that sublime Monroe doctrine, the hope 
of all American nations and the preventive 
of Europenn overflaw. 

‘Be sure that Venezuela will never forget 

you, the noble representative of Georgia, 
and the throbs of our hearts will always 
be of love ard grutitude for you. The work 
you have undertaken is ncble and praisc- 
worthy. and just and noble causes are 
crowned by God with the palms of vic- 
tory. 
“May the ‘Guayana’ question be settled 
by arbitration, if. not, Venezuela will show 
England that, although weak, she knows 
how to handle the rifle, to hold the sword 
and that her sons are ready to die with 
honor on the bloody battlefield to protect 
the national dignity and the sovereignty 
of their freedom. May God keep you 
safelv!

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The Mystery of Crisp. 
From The Chicago Inter Ocean. 

When The Washington Post came out so 
strorely for a southern candidate for the 
presidency on the democratic ticket the 
public was turned toward ex-Speaker 
Crisp. He was thought to be the man 
behind the iron mask, But he says no, 
stich honor is not for him, nor for any 
other southerner. The candidate of the 
democracy in 1866 must, like voung Lochin- 
var, come out of the west, and like that 
hero he must not be of the prosaic type. 
A westerner with a military record must 
bear the standard which has been borne 
three consecutive times by Grover Cleve- 
land. 

Who is the candidate in mind? That is 
Crisp'’s mystery, and he guards his secret 
well. The enterprising correspondent who 
plied him with direct questions, duly 
chronicied in The Inter Ocean yesterday, 
did not succeed in solving the mystery. 
What little light he did throw upon it was 
all of a negative character. The military 
requirement bars out Vice President Ste- 
venson. Our Adlai was of military age, 
but not of. military inclination. The excuse 
of youth cannot be made for him, °So he 
was not in the Crispian thought. General 
Palmer fills the bill of being a western 
soldier, but in his latest interview the ex- 
speaker adds another qualification; he 
must be a,friend of silver, not necessarily 
of free silver, not necessarily of free silver 
at 16 to 1, but still he must be utterly op- 
posed to gold monometallism. That ex- 
cludes John M. Palmer as effectually as 
it does Grover Cleveland or J. Sterling 
Morton. 

Colonel W. R. Morrison 1s not quite as 
pronounced. He has always leaned toward 
gold, yet he has not committed himself 
beyond recovery. Undoubtedly the Illinois 
democracy will say in effect to the colo- 
nel next June: “If you want to be the 
favorite son of the Prairie State, get off 
the fence and come into the free silver 
camp right away quick.” Hesitation and 
uncertainty would be fatal. But Mr. Mor- 
rison does not prohably think that he or 
anybody else could be elected on a free 
silver platform, so that he may not care 
to be put forward on that basis. 

Mr. Crisp protests that he had no can- 
didate in his mind, and we are inolined 
to believe that such is the case. Where 
can this ideal be found? The crop is short, 
The real mystery of Crisn is not who he 
meant, but where can be found a man 
meeting all the requirements presented? 
Right here is a conundrum hard to guess,

He Has an Eathusiastic Reception by the 
Atlanta Labor Men. 


A FINE SPEECH AT CONCORDIA HALL 


The Address Is Heard by a Large Au- 
dience—Today Mr. Gompers Will 
Be Hospitably Entertained. 


Mr. Samuel Gompers, ex-president of the 
American Federation of Labor, reached the 
city yesterday and during the day was en- 
tertained most royally by the labor men of 
Atlanta. 

During the evening he delivered an inter- 
esting and strong address at the Turn 
Verien hall, which was listened to by one 
of the largest, most intelligent and enthu- 
siastic audiences of artisans Atlanta has 
gathered together in many a day. 

Last summer when the great strike of 
the American Railway Association was on 
he was president of the American Federa- 
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SAMUEL GOMPERS. 


tion of Labor, an organization which takes 
in all organized labor bodies. He was ap- 
pealed to by Debs and his lieutenants to 
call out his men. It was a critical hour 
with Debs. Without the aid of Gompers 
he certainly could not succeed. With his 
aid, the struggle could be extended into 
the east and if not won, it would be longer 
und costlier for the corporations. Messrs. 
Sovereizsn and Gompers were urged to go 
to Chicago. Both went and conferred with 
the strike leaders. Sovereign called 
the Knights of Labor. 
case and decided that the strike 
man and at Chicago and on the 
railroais was not a fight for his men. 
In spite of the great pressure brought to 
bear on him, Mr. Gompers said ‘no.’ He 
showed great strength and force of char- 
acter in the stand which he took and at 
cnee took rank as one of the most con- 
Servative and able labor leaders in the 
world. The result of the strike showed the 
soundness of his judgment. 

Night before last Mr, Gompers spoke 
a large assembly of workingmen in Macon 
and left that city yesterday morning for 
Atlantae He was billed to reach Atlanta 
at 11:45 o’clock, and as the train came in on 
time, and—he~"was met at the union depot 
by a large delegation of the labor organiza- 
tions of the city. The reception committee 
which had been appointed and which was 
announced in yesterday morning’s paper, 
was present to receive the orator and care 
for him. And care for him that committee 
and the delegation of laboring men did. 
They escorted him to the hall of the Fed- 
eration of Trades, where there was a large 
crowd of workingmen, among the number 
being large delegations from both Stone 
Mountain an@ Lithonia. As Mr, Gompers 
entered the hall he was given an ovation 
of the most striking character, The entire 
assembly arose, and it was with three loud 
cheers that their. visitor was greeted. 
Then as he walked through the hall és- 
corted by the members of the committee, 
hats went into the air, laboring men forgot 
that they were tired and while some danced 
a jig, others pressed around the orator to 
have a more minute observation of his face 
and form. 

Those who were looking at him were at 
once struck with the marked resemblance 
he bore to Hon. Patrick Walsh, United 
States senator from Georgia. His every 
movement, his walk, his talk and his ges- 
tures were all just what Mr, Walsh's are 
and would have been, while his air and 
manner were that suave, pleasant, polite 
conduct of Georgia’s senator. 

Reaching the speaker’s stand, Mr. Gom- 
pers was given the chair of honor, and as 
he sat down a silence as marked the 
noise which greeted his coming ensued. The 
workingmen were looking at the labor ora- 
tor whose reputation has become national 
within the last few mpnths. 

He sat glancing over the crowd apparent- 
ly sizing up the workingmen of Atlanta, 
while he listened to the words Captain Bob 
Broyles used in introducing him. Captain 
Broyles is one of the pleasantest and most 
imteresting of the labor talkers of the city, 
and in presenting Mr, Gompers to full 250 
workingmen present, he was” especially 
happy. His introductory remarks were very 
brief, but very appropriate. 

Mr. Gompers Begins His Talk. 

Deliberately and slowly Mr. ‘Gompers 
arose and acknowledged the presentation. 
He expressed great pleasure in the recep- 
tion which had been tendered him and 
said that he was more than pleased with 
ali that had come under his observation 
since he reached the south. He was short 
and slow in what he said, merely acknowl- 
edging the fact that he appreciated an in- 
troduction to the laboring men of Atlanta, 

*“T shall not,’’ he said, ‘‘make anything 
like a speech now forI am on the billboards 
for one night at the hall. I shall expect you 
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all there then, and it would bore you, or any 
other set of men, to hear the same man 
twice in one day on the same subject. I 
want you all to come out:-tonight and hear 
me and, as I have said, for that reason I 
have nothing in the way of a speech for you 
now.” 

The reception lasted a half hour and then 
Mr. Gompers was escorted quictly by sev- 
eral members of the committee to the Kim- 
ball, where a suite of the best rooms had 
been reserved for him. At 2 o’clock the 
visitor and the members of the committee 
boarded the Traction’s’ special at The Con- 
stitution building and _ started for East 
Lake. Out at the lake the party was joined 
by a large delegation of laboring men who 
had gone before and later by a large num- 
ber who came after. There was on hand a 
band and the dancing pavilion was freshly 
waxed for the afternoon. 

There was dancing, in which the visitor 
took part, and during which he showed 
an easy, graceful step in time with the 
music. Then there was a yacht 
nearly an hour on the lake, and during that 
ride Mr. Gompers talked quite readily to 
the few friends and the members of the 
press with. him. 

: Mr. Gompers’ Views. 

“Before I left home for this tour of the 
south,’’ he said, “I was advised not to 
come and was told that I would not find 
any organized labor down here. It was 
said to me that the south would not per- 
mit organized labor and that any one who 
attempted to say a word in behalf of the 
cause would be ostracised and maybe mal- 
treated. 

“lL have been in Washington, Norfolk, 
Richmond, Charleston, Augusta, Savannah, 
and Macon, and I am here now. I have 
never been in any section of the country 
where 1 found the laboring man more sin- 
cerely and honestly respected than right 
here in the south. To tell you the truth, I 
have been really surprised at what I have 
seen. To me it looks like the people down 
here, even the moneyed men, appear to 
realize that the workingmen are the back- 
bone of the country and for the laboring 
men everyone seems to have a respect. 
I don’t find them downtrodden like 1 find 
them in the east and worth to the mer- 
chants just what they have in their purse 
when they go to buy. On the other hand, I 
find the great majority of them well 
dressed, more than ordinarily well educated 
and with credit at the stores. I find, too, 
tnat no tew of themthave bank accounts 
and deal with banks that don't cut off 
on a small overcheck. I discover, too, very 
much to my surprise, that the large ma- 
jority of them are home-owners and that 
while they are the producers here, as they 
are everyWhere, they are not given to 
consuming everything they make.”’ 

Gompers’s Speech Last Night. 

The party came in from the lake just 
about dusk and Mr. Gompers was re- 
turned to his quarters in the hotel, where 
he rested until just before 8 o'clock, when 
he was escorted to the Turn Verein hall.

0) of people, I maintain thit it is an 
anomaly to think for a moment that such 
conditions arise that 2,000,000 of our men 
should walk the streets and country roads 
vainly pleading for an opportunity to work. 
I have no hesitation in saying that in a 
society where such an anomaly exists there 
is something wrong at the foundation of 
the society. 

‘Day before yesterday there was a con- 
vention of manufacturers in the capital of 
Georgia. I congratulate the manufactur- 
ers upon their good sense. I have no word 
of adverse criticism upon ther for organ- 
izing. I only blame our workers if they 
don’t follow suit. I want to call your at- 
tention to their resolutions on the pre- 
vention of adverse labor laws. 

“What do they mean by adverse labor 
laws? You will find upon the statute 
books of a number of'our states such labor 
laws as that proper fire escapes shall be in 
our factories to save our children from 
being burned alive, as has too frequently 
been the case—and as came near being the 
case 3m a Macon factory yesterday after- 
noon. That is one of the labor laws to pre- 
vent the enactment of which this organiza- 
tion has been brought into existence. 

“Another enactment intended to be pre- 
vented is that in every mill, workshop or 
factory there shall be proper ventilation. 

“One of the laws that labor has persist- 
ently demanded is that there shall be com- 
pulsory. school education: that the child 
shall be required to attend school instead 
of being forced into factories at eight, nine, 
ten or eleven vears of age. That is another 
law to prevent the enactment of which this 
organization was established. 

‘Another law for which labor contends 
is that the state shall step in and say 
that heartless and soulless corporations 
shall not work voung and innocent children 
from early morning until late at night. And 
this association has been organized to pre- 
vent the enactment of such a law. 

“The laborer’s lien law. is a provision 
against the employment of a workman and 
discharging him at the end of two or 
three weeks without paving for his ser- 
vices,

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THE LIVE STOCK SHOW 


Its Fate Is Just Now Hanging Very 
Much in Doubt. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE DIDN'T A PROVE 


Many Matters Discussed by the Executive 
Board—The Question of Police and 
Fire Protection Talked About. 


Should there be a live stock show at the 
exposition? 

This question furnished the subjeqt for 
a lively and entertaining discussion before 
the executive board of the exposition yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Twice the executive board has passed 
upon the matter favorably, saying -that 
there should be such an exhibit, and set- 
ting apart $20,000 to be expended in premi- 
ums for lve stock. The matter finally 
went to the finance committee for approval 
or rejection. All along the finance commit- 
tee had shown a d& position to oppose the 
appropriation, and at a meeting held just 
before the convening of the executive board 
yesterday afternoon a resolution was pass- 
ed discouraging the movement. 

The resolution stated that the view of 
the finance committee was that it would 
be very unwise to incur this expense of 
$20,000, and that the committee felt a deli- 
cacy in declining’ to approve what had 
twice passed the executive board, but 
would send the matter back to the execu- 
tive board so that that body might assume 
the full responsibility for incurring the 
expense. 

“I move that the board assume the full 
responsibility,’’ said President Collier when 
the report was read, “It is our duty to 
the people who will come here to show 
them this phase of our resources. This 
sort of an exhibit will be educational, and 
will show the south the possibilities of de- 
velopment in this line.’ 

Mr. Inman, chairman of the fimance com- 
mittee, made a short, conservative talk, 
giving the why the finance com- 
mittee thought $20,000 might be better 
expended. The was discussed fully 
by the board, and, in order that it might 
be understoood just how each member of 
the committee siood, an aye and nay vote 
was asked for. The vote was taken, and 
Stood 8 to S~a tie. 

Considerable amusement 
over the point of 
Alex Smith, that it was not proper for 
the chairman to vote. Chairman English 
said that was a matter for the committee 
to pass upon. If the committee thought 
he would be very glad to be relieved 
of the responsibility of voting. No action 
was taken to prevent Chairfman English’s 
vote from being recorded, and thea«aresult 
was declared a tie. " 

On motion of Mr. 
ter was referred to the 
for settlement.’ 

Almost Finished. 

President Collier stated to the - board 
that the electricity building was about 
completed, and would be ready to be turn- 
ed over to the exposition company early 
next week. The fine arts building will be 
completed inside of a fortnight, and the 
negro building is moving rapidly tUuward 
completion. He stated that the question cf 
fire protection was one of serious moment 
to the exposition. 

“No amount of insurance would compen- 
sate us for the loss of one of our buildinss,”’ 
said he. ‘‘For if destroyed at this juncture 
it would be impossible to replace it in time 
for the opening. It is for us to secure am- 
ple fire protection at once.’’ 

Mr. Kontz thought that the proper fire 
protection might be very easily secured by 
applying to the board of firemasters and 
requesting that a detail of two men from 
each company be placed at the exposition 
grounds with the proper fire apparatius-at 
their command, from now until the comple- 
tion of the exposition. This motion was 
adopted, and a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Howell, Kontz and Rice was ap- 
pointed to take up the matter with the 
firemasters right away. 

The Manufacturers’ Building. 

The matter of selecting a site for the 
building to be erected by the Georgia Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers was referred to 
the buildings and grounds committee. They 
will select the location for this structure 
at once. 

There seems to be little doubt hut that 
tnis will be built. President Colller stated 
to the board that enough space had already 
been taken by the manufacturers to insure 
the erection of the. building. Mr. Martin 
Amorous confirmed this statenent, and 
suid that the building would not cost the 
exposition company a cent.

BAKED FISH.—A fish weighing from 4 to 
6 pounds is good size to bake. It should 
be cooked whole to look well. Make dress- 
ing of bread crumbs, butter, salt. and a 
little salt pork chopped fine (parsley, and 
onions, if you please); mix this with one 
egg. Fill the body, sew it up, lay in large 
dripper, put across it some strips of salt 
pork to flavor it. Put pint water and little 
salt in pan. Bake an hour and a haflf. 
Baste frequently. After taking up fish, 
thicken gravy and pour over it. 


CREAM GRAVY FOR BAKED FISH.— 
Have ready in saucepan 1 cup cream, dilut- 
éd with a few spoonfuls hot water; stir in 
carefully 2 tablespoonfuls melted butter, 
and a little chopped parsley; heat this ‘n 
vessel filled with hot water. Pour in zgravv 
from dripping pan of fish. Boil thick. 


BROILED SALT MACKEREL.—Freshen 
by soaking it over night in water, taking 
care that the skin lies uppermost. In the 
morning dry it without breaking, cut cff 
he head and tip of the tail, place it be- 
tween the bafs of a buttered fish gridiron, 
and broil to a light brown: lay it on a hot

FISH CHOWDER—Cut 2 or 3 slices of 
salt pork into dice pieces; fry to crisp, ard 
turn the whele into chowder kettle.

Cut 
fish (which should be fresh cod or haddock) 
into convenient pieces, and lay over pota- 
toes; sprinkle over it rest of the onion.

Pour 
over the whole quart can tomatoes; cover 
closely and allow about as long to cook as 
takes to boil potatoes: then add 2 quarts 
milk, and let it scald up again. Season 
with Sauce Piquant or tomato catsup and 
more salt and pepper if required. 


BROILED HALIBUT.—Slices of halibut, 
salt, pepper, butter. Cut the slices of fish 
about an inch thick, season with pepper 
and salt and lay them in melted butter % 
hour, allowing 3 tablespoonfuls of butter 
to a pound of fish, then roll them in flour 
and broil 20 minntas.

WR AARON HAAS GEIS A PLUM 


The Peachtree Line To Be Extended 
to Brookwood Farm. 


SEVERAL MILES OF TRACK TO BE LAID 


Facilities for Reaching the Exposition. 
Mr. Hurt Appears Before the Board. 
The Fall Proceedings. 


Under the provisions of a single resolu- 
tion the board of county commissioners 
disposed of the question of street railway 
franchises yesterday morning and the war 
is now at an end. 

Mr. Joel Hurt ccmes out with three 
scalps in his belt for the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated, Mr. Aaron Haas one and the Hale 
Investment Company one. As soon as the 
resolution was passed by the board the 
commissioners adjourned with an air of 
intense relief. 

The Atlanta Consolidated gets all the 
franchises for which petition was made 
to the board except the Jackson street 
ronte. This was awarded to Mr. Aaron 
Haas and those associated with him. Judge 
E. B. Rosser and Mr. Dayton Hale were 
Kiveh the Fcrt street route to Piedmont 
park. 

Permission was granted the Consolidated 
ccmpany to extend its Peachtree line to 
Brookwood farm. 

No complaint was offered to this settle- 
ment of the issues before the board, and 
the meeting adjourned in good spirits. 

Mr. Jack Spalding Late. 

It was twenty minutes after the usual 
time when the board was called to order 
by President Collier. 

The delay was caused by the absence 
of Mr. Jack Spalding, who had failed to 
show up. As the meeting was to be an 
iniportant one, it was thought best to 
wait for the absent member. 

“In a few minutes word was received from 
Mr. Spalding that he was makirg a speech 
in the courthouse and would be over as 
soon as he could get through. As soon 
as this message was received the meeting 
was called to order. All the commissioners 
responded to their names except Mr. Spald-

President Collier, in a few brief words, 
stated that the object of the meeting was 
to settle th> question of franchises to the 
different railway companies that had pre- 
sented petitions to the board 

Mr. Hurt’s Explanation. 

Mr. Joel Hurt was first recognized by the 
hoard. He held a long roll of paper in 
his hand which proved to bs a map of 
the city. 

“I suppose the board,’ said Mr. Hurt, 
“understands the position of the Atlanta 
Consolidated Company, but in order to 
clear matters beyond the possibility of 
doubt, I ask for the privilege of addressing 
the board. The petition for approaches to 
the exposition grounds was presented to 
this body at the suggestion of the exposi- 
tion officials and is urged as a matter of 
interest to the public. In regard to the 
various applications of the Consolidated 
company, if you desire to grant them at 
this meeting we shall be glad to have you 
do so. If not, we will cheerfully submit 
to the better judgement of the board. If the 
franchises can be granted without a clash 
from opposing lines we should like to heave 
them. I believe, however, this board has 
adopted the policy of giving the preference 
to the first petitions filed, other things, of 
ccurse, being equal. The people on Jack- 
son street I am satisfied would prefer an 
extension of the Consclidated lines and if 
the board sees fit to appoint a canvasger 
the company is willing to pay half his ex- 
penses. We do not care to have the fran- 
chise unless it is the preference of the 
majority of the people on Jackson street.” 

Unfclding the map in his hand, Mr. Hurt 
described the proposed Jackson street route 
to the grounds, showing the advantages 
of a direct route over the crooked one pro- 
posed by Mr. Haas. The line, he added, 
would not be a temporary, but a permanent 
affair. 

On the question of granting an exclusive 
franchise, Colonel N. J. Hammond gave it 
as his <cpinien that no Jifficulty or embar- 
rassment need be apprehended by the com- 
trissiohers. The policy of the _ state of 
Georgia, in keeping with the traditions of 
the English law, was to give exclusive 
franchises to all lines and thus prevent 
one line from interfering with or running 
parallel to a competitive line. For many 
years the custom in England had been to 
divide up the territory and assign to each 
line a definite section. He thought it would 
do no good to put into the franchise that 
it was not exclusive, as this was 2 matter 
of law purely, and it would only serve to 
embarrass the company in floating bonds, 
if such a thing was necessary. He gave it 
as his legal opinion that any reference to 
exclusive rights, cither granted or refused, 
would be improperly inserted. 

Mr. Aaron Haas, representing a line that 
wants to build from the city limits on 
Jackrén strect to the exposition grounds, 
mext adressed the board. He took issue 
with Mr. Hurt and made a very earnest 
speech. Mr. T. B. Felder, representing the 
Hale Investment Company, made a strong 
argument before the board in favor of the 
franchise asked for by the company for 
which he appeared. He declared in a hu- 
morous Manner that Mr. Hurt had appeal-

on Peachtree road from the city limits to 
Fourteenth street and overhaul its present 
track and put an additional track on Four- 
teenth street from Peachtree road to Pied- 
mont park. Provided, that the said work 
shall done to the satisfaction, of the 
superintendent of public works. Said work 
to be completed within twenty days after 
the work has begun 

“Resolved, 2. That the Consolidated Street 
Railroad Company granted permission 
to extend their Peachtree street line along 
the Peachtree street road one and a quarter 
miles from Fourteerth street. 

‘Resolved, 2. That the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company be granted permission 
to extend their Piedmont avenue line from 
the present terminus along Piedmont ave- 
nue to ~“ourteenth street.

Notable Exercises at the Beginning of the 
Red Men’s Orphans’ Home, 


OCCURS WEDNESDAY AT AUSTELL 


A Big Gathering Will Be There—Ceremo- 
nies by the Masonic Fraternity~The 
Full Programme. 


Next Wednesday will be a great day for 
the Red Men of Georgia. 

Perhaps 2,000 of them will gather at 
Austell to inaugurate the home for Red 
Men’s orpRanE, which is to be a grand in- 
stitution. 

Masonic ceremonies and a big barbecue 
will characterize the day’s exercises. 

More than a hundred prominent citizens 
will go up from Atlanta, inchuiding Gov- 
ernor AtKinson and Mayor King. 

On May 15th the corner stone for this 
home will be put in place at Austell, Ga. 
Colonel John Shannon, grand master of the 
grand lodge of Masons in Georgia, will of- 
ficiate, being® assisted by the other officers 
of the grand lodge and encouraged by the 
presence of a large number of Masons, 
Couer de Lion commandery of Knights 
Templar, of.Atlanta, Ga., will act as an 
escort to the grand lodge, leaving Atlanta 
on the morning of the 15th at 8 o’clock, in 
charge of their commander, Mr. Julius L. 
Brown. Colonel Park Woodward, grand 
commander of the state Knights Templar, 
will also accompany the party. Rev. J. H. 
Eakes, pastor of Walker street Methodist 
church, will officiate as chaplain upon the 
oc¢asion, assisted by Presiding Elder T. F, 
Pieree, of Austell. 

Mr. B. H. Cameron, prophet of the Great 
Pee Dee tribe of Red Men, will deliver the 
address of welcome in behalf of the mayor, 
Hon. A. H. Cox will be the orator of the 
occasion, and it is needless to say that all 
will be pleased who have the fortune to 
hear the gifted speaker 

After*the ceremony of the laying of the 
eorner stone by Grand Master Shannon, 
a reply will be delivered by R. T. Daniel, 
great senior sachem of the United States, 
in behalf of the order of Red Men. 

After the ceremonies an old-fashion Geor- 
gia barbecue will be served, at about 1 
o’clock p. m., and they will be prepared to 
feed fully 2,000 people. The barbecue will 
be prepared under the direction of that old 
veteran of “Qs,’’ Captain Terrell Sewell, 
assisted by Mr. George W. Strickland. 

Some five years ago Mr. George E. John- 
son, of this city, introduced a resolution 
in the great council of the state, wlvich was 
adopted, to build a home for the little un- 
fortunate ones, children of deceased worthy 
Red Men. Last year at a meeting of the 
grand council the matter took. definite shape 
and a committee was appointed to begin 
the work, with Mr. M. P. Camp as chair- 
man. At this meeting the Great Pee Dee 
tribe, of Austell, Ga., appeared before the 
great council with a definite proposition, 
asking for the location of the home at 
Austell, Ga., which proposition was well 
backed up by the liberal offer of Mr. Wil- 
liam W. Austell, who agreed to donate ten 
acres of land and a large cash subscription 
to the institution. The success of the un- 
dertaking is largely due to Mr. M. P. Camp 
and the other gentlemen associated with 
him upon the committee, being well sup- 
ported by the efforts of the Great Pee Dee 
tribe, of Austell, as well as by the order all 
over the state. 

The care of the unfortunate orphans—to 
properly educate them and fit them for such 
avocations as each one may have a talent 
for; to give them as near as possible a home 
training, trying to supply as fully as pos- 
sible for them home influences and home 
education are the objects of the institu- 
tion. 

The orphanage will be built on high 
ground, within the city limits of Austell, 
near the right of way of the Southern 
railroad, which gives.a commanding view 
of the surrounding country. It is a pic- 
turesque place and can be made an ideal 
home for the charge of the Red Men. The 
people of Austell and vicinity will take 
pride in the home and also take into their 
hearts and, so far as it would be proper, 
in their homes such as may become in- 
mates of the home. No finer location could 
be secured and no warmer-hearted, charita- 
ble people than the citizens that will 
surround the refuge. 

The building will be planned after mod- 
ern architecture, with all its conveniences 
and at the beginning will accommodate 
fully 200 children. The construction of the 
builcing will be supervised by Mr. A. C. 
Bruce, of the firm of Bruce & Morgan, 
which is a sufficient guarantee that it will 
not only be well built, but all that can 
be desired. 

The orphanage will be named afer the 
father of Mr. W. W. Austell, General. Al- 
fred Austell, and will be known as the ‘“‘Al- 
fred Austell Red Men’s Orphanage of the 
Reservation of Georgia.’’ 

The corner stone was donated by Hon. 
W. H. Venable. It is cut from Georgia 
granite and is now .ready to be put in 
place, Thg inscription on the corner stone 
is as follows:

SENATOR WALSH TALKS. 


Committee—C. J. 


An Interesting Interview as to the 
Senate and Other Things. 
From The New York Journal. 

Ex-United States Senator Patrick Walsh, 
editor and proprietor of The Augusta 
Chronical and treasurer and general man- 
ager of the Southern Associated Press, is 
in New York. He was seen at his hotel 
last night by a Journal reporter. 

“In the congressional district in which 
I live,’’ said he, ‘‘there is to be made a 
political fight in which the whole country 
will be interested. Tom Watson, the popu- 
list leader of the state, is a candidate for 
congress. His democratic opponent will 
undoubtedly be ex-Congressman J. C. C. 
Black. 

“The vacancy in the congressional seat 
Came about in a very unusual fashion. 

“Black was elected on the face of the re- 
turns. Watson, who was his opponent, 
made charges of gross irregularity and 
proposed to contest. 

‘Black and Watson ran against each 
other in 1892, and Watson then charged 
fraud and contested the seat. The contest 
was decided in Black’s favor. 

“When Watson proposed to make exactly 
the same thing again Black said he knew 
a better way than that to decide the ques- 
tion—that was to fight it over. again, 
So he resigned. 

“He and Watson will measure strength 
again as soon as Governor Atkinson orders 
a special election, which probably will not 
be before the crops are laid by. Already 
the lines are forming and events are shap- 
ing for the’ battle royal. 

“The strength of the populists grows out 
of the general demand for the free coin- 
age of silver and the disaffection of dem- 
ocrats who caunot indorse the policy of 
the administration. 

“The result in that election will be in 
some sort a forecast of what may be ex- 
pected in the senatorial election, in which 
ex-Speaker Crigp and Secretary Hoke Smith 
are spoken of as probable opponents. 

“The fight will be to succeed General John 
B. Gordon, whose term expires in 1897. The 
next legislature elects the next senator.” 

“Will you be a candidate?”’ 

“Well, if I have to answer that question, 
I'll say that I shall not be a candidate. Con- 
gressman Henry G. Turner is counted in 
the race; also Flem duBignon, of Savannah, 
Louis F. Garrard, ex-speaker of the state 
legislature, and possibly ex-Governor 
Northen. General Gordon may decide to 
ask for re-election, though my understand- 
ing is that at present he hus no intention 
of entering the race.”

| GRORGIA’S 


At the Confederate Veterans’ Reunion 
Will Be Miss Jaolia Ridley. 


DAUGHTER OF A NOBLE CONFEDERATE 


General Evans Is Making Arrangements 
for the Veterans To Go to Bouston. 
Miss Winnie Davis Coming. 


General Clement A, Evens, commander 
of the Atlanta camp of Confederate Vet- 
erans, and Colonel A. J. West, in charge ot 
transportation arrangements, are busily 
at work preparing for the trip of the At- 
lanta delegation to Houston, Texas. 

There will be great crowds of veterans 
from Virginia, South Carolina, North Car- 
Olina and Georgia, to go on tRis trip, who 
will join the Atlanta men in Atlanta, mak- 
ing up double sections of their big train to 
the west, 

There is something peculiarly appropriate 
in the selection of the route by the veter- 
ans, when they decided to go by’ the way 
of Atlanta and West Point, and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville. This route takes them 
by Montgomery, the historic old city of 
the south, the first capital of the confed- 
eracy, and the picturesque center of action. 

This route also takes the delegates by 
Biloxi, Mississippi, the home of President 
Jefferson Davis, and also through New 
Orleans, headquarters of the United Con- 
federate Veterans’ Association. -The dele- 
gation from the Atlanta camp has been 
nearly completed and a number of Sons 
of the Confederate Veterans are expect- 
ed to go with them. Confederates from all 
parts of Georgia are going the same route, 
and it will indeed be a jolly crowd of boys 
who wore the gray, When they all get 
together in Atlanta and take up the march 
to Houston, which, by the way, is named 
after the famous Georgian, “Gallant Old 
Sam Houston,”’ as he was affectionately 
called by those who fought so gallantly 
under him for the supremacy of the lone 
star that shines in the name of old Texas.

IN MEMORIAM. 


The Services of the Late Jadge John 
Erskine To Be Enlogized 


BY HIS BRETHREN OF THE GEORGIA BAR 


In 


the United States Courtroom, Next 
Monday Morning at 10 O’Clock—Mapny 
Eloquent Addresses Expected. 


Memorial services in honor of the late 
lamented Judge John Erskine will be held 
in the federal courtroom Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock. 

For a number of years Judge Erskine 
adorned the federal bench of this state 
and by his fearless administration of the 
jaw he endeared himself to the hearts of 
many in this city. Though appointed to 
office as a strict republican, by President 
Andrew Johnson, he brought to the ex- 
ercise of his high official duties a sense of 
justice that no party prejudic§ could warp. 
He stood between the struggling south 
and the oppression of the federal govern. 
ment and his attitude towards the south. 
grn people during the dark of re- 
consjruction will always be remembered 
to the praise and honor of this’ noble-heart- 
ed Irishman. 

Rested to the celebrated family of that 
name in Ireland, Judge Erskine illustrated 
the characteristics for which it has long 
been distinguished. He was a born law- 
yer, and to his natural gifts he added an 
acquired culture which few members of 
the profession have ever attained. He 
mastered the principles of the profession 
and back of its phraseology and formulas 
he inquired into its meaning and philoso- 
phy. He understood the law of nations, 
and was familiar with the jurisprudence 
of , England, Ireland and Germany. In 
addition to this Judge Erskine possessed 
a marvellous literary culture and was 
versed in all the lore of the tuneful craft. 
He penned a large number of exquisite 
poems himself, 

After serving on the bench fora num- 
ber of years the territory of the state was 
divided into the northern and southern dis- 
tricts of Georgia. Previous to that time 
Judge Erskine had alternated between 
Atlanta and Savannah. After the change 
went into effect he was transferred to the 
southern district of Georgia. 

He remained on the bench for only a 
short while after his removal to Savan- 
nah. He then availed himself of the privil- 
ege granted to those judges who had reach- 
ed the age of seventy years, and who had 
been ten years in active service, and volun- 
tarily retired from the bench, He had 
passed the prescribed limit and had ‘served 
the government for more than seventeen 
years. 

On the death of Judge Erskine last Janu- 
ary a committe from the bar of the north- 
ern district of Georgia was appointed to 
draw up resolutions of respect.to the mem- 
ory of Judge Ierskine. On this committee 
Judge Logan FE. Bleckley, a warm personal 
friend of Judge Erskine, was appointed 
as tne chairman. 

In the absence of Judge Bleckley, who 
ig out of the city, the resolutions will be 
read by Judge John L. Hopkins, Among 
those who will likely speak in support of 
the resolutions will be Judge Hopkins, 
Captain Harry Jackson, Judge George 
Hillyer, Judge Marshall J. Clarke, Col- 
onel W. C. Glenn and others. All of these 
gentlemen were warm and admiring friends 
of Judge Erskine and they will take a 
solemn pleasure in paying their last fond 
tribute to one who was worthy in every 
respect of his high vocation and who ex- 
emplified in both public and private life 
the qualities that belong to the grand old 
name of gentleman.
